Friendly Filipinos in Manila have been 
the medium of communications between the 
American authorities and the military 
leaders of the insurrection in Cavite prov- 
ince, ich for some time promised to re- 
eult in bringing over a prominent general 
and several hundred of his followers, with 
their arms. If the negotiations had suc- 
ceeded the outcome would have had a 
great moral effect, for other defections 
doubtless would have followed.

HE AWOKE FACING A PISTOL. 


CALIFORNIA WOMAN IS CHARGED 
WITH ATTEMPTING MURDER. 
She Had Been Convictei of Criminal] 
Libel and Will Now Face the ~ 

Court Again. 
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Santa Barbara, California., July 9—Mrs. 
Ada Addis-Storke, who was to be sentenced 
in the superior court tomorrow for criminal 
libel, must now answer a charge of at- 
tempting to murder Attorney jrant Jack- 
son in a sensational manner. Mrs. Storke 
stealthily entered his bedroom some time 
during the night by cutting the screen 
from the window. She had with her two 
pistols, a four-ounce bottle of chloroform 
and a bottle of prussic acid. The attorney 
awoke, detected the fumes of the chloro- 
form and saw a dark figure sitting on the 
floor, with a loaded revolver pointed at 
him. He asked: 


‘“‘Who's there?” and Mrs. Storke replied, 
demanding his pistol, which he gave up. 

She told him not to stir, as she would 
shoot him if he did; but later she ordered 
him to go and take the mutilated screen 
from the window, as she feared that some 
one would think a burglary had been com- 
mitted and come in to investigate. She 
followed him with the pistol, but at a 
favorable instant he seized her, and after 
a desperate struggle, disarmed her. One 
of her pistols was discharged, but the bul- 
let went thr@ugh the floor. 

Mrs. Storke, 
newspaper writer, claims that she only 
went to Jackson’s room to plead with him 
to clear her of charges against her. She 
says she always carries a pistol and uses 
chioroform for heart trouble. She was re- 
cently convicted of having written  scan- 
daious letters reflecting upon the character 
of a prominent physician. She is now in 
jail.

When he arrived a mob of 
least 200 men met him with his prisoner 
at the Rock Island depot, but were foiled 
until the pwisoner was being placed in 
when Trilby was seized, dragged with 
a rope around his neck a block and strung 
telephone pole, where he hung 
when he was cut down 
by Marshal Pippert. The crowd, believing 
him dead, permitted the officers to take 
him back to jail and dispersed.

INDEPENDENCE DAY 


IN CUBAN CAPITAL 


Reception and Ball by Ludlow Proves 
the Great Social Feature. 
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THOUSAND GUESTS PRESENT 
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Military Bands Furnish Music and 
Foreign Consuls Attend. 


SOME HANDSOME JEWELS ARE DISPLAYED 
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Representative Cubans and Spaniards 
Throng the Palace and the Event 
Proves a Great Success. 


Havana, July 9.—The reception and ball 
given last evening by General Ludlow, the 
military commander, outshone every other 
social function in Havana in recent yearg 
Innumerable red, white and blue electric 
lights, thousands of roses, hundreds of 
flags and no end of sabers, bayonets and 
rifles artistically grouped made the scene 
within the palace memorable. More than 
a thousand guests attended. Music was 
furnished by two military bands. All the 
foreign consuls were in evidence, most of 
them wearing glittering orders, and many 
of the women wore handsome jewels. Gen- 
eral Ludlow gave the function in honor 
of independence day and the representa- 
tive Cubans and Spaniards of Havana were 
present. 

American officials here are surprised at 
the large number of Cubans now applying 
in the province of Santiago for a share in 
the American gratuity. The Cuban officers 
had assured them that there were not a 
hundred in the province who would accept 
money from the United States, basing the 
assurance on telegrams which purported 
to come from Santiago. Even when it be- 
came Known that these dispatches were 
inspired by Cuban malcontents here and 
connected with the Inglaterra cafe, it was 
still felt that these opponents of a ra- 
tional solution of the Cuban army ques- 
tion might be able to prevent a large num- 
ber from applying to the American pay- 
masters. Those who knew the facts of the 
case believed that the Santiago insurgents 
were much underestimated on the pay 
rolls, especially as the Cuban generals had 
always @aimed that more than 60 per cent 
of the a®fmy was in Santiago province. It 
turns out that the jealousy that existed in 
war times between the eastern and west- 
ern troops still exists, and that those in 
Santiago province are more likely to reject 
than accept advice from Havana. 

El Diario de la Marina today asserts that 
a farmer was recently robbed Dy a band 
claiming to belong to a new junta organized 
to oust the Americans by war if necessary. 
lt does not give the name of the farmer 
nor locate the farm, except to say that the 
robbery took place near Mariel. 

A prominent Spaniard said this evening 
that most of the letters received by local 
business houses show a decided hesitation 
to extend operations in Cuba until matters 
are. more tranquil. 


SHERIFF KILLS HIS DEPUTY. 


Coroner’s Jury Decides It Was Justi- 
fiable Homicide. 

Columbia, 8S. C., July 9.—(Special.)—At the 
jail door in Union yesterday Sheriff J. G. 
Long, who has held that office for many 
years, fired both barrels of a shotgun at J. 
G. Gallman, his deputy sheriff and life-long 
friend. One load of buckshot entered the 
side and the other took effect in the throat, 
both tearing big holes and producing in- 
stant death. 

There had never been any quarrel be- 
tween the men; they had been friends long 
before Gallmgn became deputy; but it 
seems that the deputy had been drinking, 
and when Sheriff Long asked him what he 
was going to do, answered that it was none 
of his business. Long made some sharp 
response, and Gallman drew his pistol. The 
sheriff, who was standing in his door, 
stepped back and got a shotgun from the 
corner. Coming to the door again, with 
the weapon ready, he fired both barrels in 
quick succession at close range.

Reaches Tacoma. 
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SENATOR OPPOSES FAVORS

He Declares the United States Should 
Make No Concessions. 
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THE TWO LINES ARE WIDELY APART 
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Careful Investigation Will Result in a 
Lengthy Report Upon the Much 
Mixed Guestion. 


Tacoma, Wash., July 9.—The Fairbanks- 
Foster Alaskan boundary party returned 
from the north today, and interviews with 
members of the party indicate that the 
watershed on White Pass, back of Skagway 
and Dyea, will be accepted as the interna- 
tional boundary line at that point. 

The White and Chilcoot passes constitute 
the storm center of the Alaskan boundary. 
At those points the Canadians hope to se- 
cure concessions that will enable them to 
secure a port of entry into the Klondike 
gold fields, All other parts of the country 
thereabouts where concessions are looked 
for are of little importance compared with 
the Linn canal, which is the key to the 
situation. Senator Fairbanks, when inter- 
viewed, placed importance on the fact that 
he must sit with the joint high commission 
in August, but declined to state what lines 
of argument he would take up. 

Regarding boundary matters that were 
discussed during the four weeks spent in 
Alaska, Senator Foster declined to speak. 

‘“‘Personally,’’ he said, “I am opposed to 
vielding an inch of the United States terri- 
tory. A careful investigation, however, 
demonstrates that there may be different 
constructions placed upon the treaties in- 
volved as regards channels, the situation 
of lesser islands and the like. But in the 
main the United States is plainly given a 
strip of territory north of Portland canal, 
or thereabouts, ten marine leagues inland, 
oxcept where a well-defined mountain range 
places the boundary nearer the coast. Many” 
contend ‘that the watersheds back of Skag- 
way and Dyea is the dividing line. On the 
one side are the headwaters of Yukon and 
on the other the streams flowing into Linn 
canal are formed. Between these two dis- 
tricts there is a chain of mountains, which, 
in the opinion of some, bring in the boun- 
dary line some eighteen miles nearer the 
coast. This seems to be a fair expression 
of the American view of the boundary ques- 
tion. By this construction of the treaty 
it is held England will receive the benefit 
of every point that can be fairly and hon- 
estly granted. On the other hand, however, 
the Canadians and many of the English 
hold that the boundary should be drawn 
thirty miles, or ten marine leagues, inland 
from the head lands. By such a construc- 
tion, of course Linn canal would be an inlet 
into Cana@ian territory, and ten marine 
leagues inland from the headlands at the 
entrance ~would be many miles south of 


Skagway and Dyea, and hence Canada and 


England would have the coveted port of 
entry without a question of doubt. As I 
look upon it personally, Linn canal is a 
part of the ocean, therefore it would be un- 
fair to draw a line thirty miles inland from 
the entrance to bodies of water of that 
nature and call it the boundary under the 
treaty.”’ 

Wednesday night a reception will be given 
here to Senator Foster, Congressman Dal- 
zell and Hayne, the National Editorial As- 
sociation, the officers of the Iowa and the 
McCulloch. Senator Fairbanks has been 
Invited to be present, but says his duties 
in connection with the boundary dispute 
compel him to leave for the east tonight 
via Portland. 


MILITARY CONTROLS THE TUWN. 


Street Car Strike in London, Ontario, 
Results in Riots. 

London, Ont., July 9.—The city has been 
placed under martial law and militia order- 
ed as a result of yesterday’s street car 
riot. 

Late last night the police became unable 
to cope with the rioters, and the military 
was called out to clear the streets. The 
trouble commenced in the afternoon. when 
crowds drove the non-union crews of sev- 
eral street cars from their posts and stoned 
the cars. One car was set on fire after the 
crews had left it, and was almost destroy- 
ed. The police dispersed the afternoon 
rioters without aid. 

The company put six cars on the Dunkirk 
Street line in the afternoon, but did not 
attempt to move them to the barns till 
night. When the attempt was made rioting 
broke out afresh. The mob became so bois- 
terous that the riot act had to be read, 
which had not the slightest effect. and 
Mayor Wilson called out the militia. Several 
arrests were made. No one was seriously 
injured by the stone throwing. The city is 
quiet today.

PREPARING | LIST OF OFFICERS. 


War Department Engaged in Making 
Army Appointments. 
Washington, July %—The war depart- 
ment officials are busily engaged in pre- 
paring the list of appointments of offi- 
cers not already announced for the ten 
new regiments of infantry to be organ- 

ized for service in the Philippines. 

Approximately there are nearly 500 
these in all, including those of the 
and staff. The coloneis for nine of the 
regiments have been made public, but 
the selection for the tenth, it is said, has 
not been definitely determined. 

All of the officers for the regiments are 
to be from the regular army establish- 
ment and from among those who saw ac- 
tual service in the Spanish-American war 
and whose records and capacity are 
known at the war department. A large 
proportion of them are expected to be 
announced during the early days of the 
week. 
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UITLANDERS ARE DISAPPOINTED 


Kruger’s Proposals Are Not Satisfac- 
tory to Large Element. 
London, July 10.—All special dis- 
patches to the morning papers from Cane 
Town and Johannesburg concur as to the 
complexity and obscurity of the Boer pro- 
posals and declare that the Uitlanders are 

eo disappointed. 

In Johannesburg it is believed that Pres- 
ident Kruger is only dallying to gain time 
until the wet season makes campaigning 
difficult for the Britishers. 

W. P. Schreiner, the Cape premier, has 
addressed a letter to an Afrikander paper 
published in Cane Town declaring that 
there is no ground whatever for the ac- 
tive interference the imperial govern- 
ment in the Transvaal, as the Boer jro- 
posals are satisfactory. This has aroused 
great indignation in the Cape Colony, 
where it is regarded as mischievous. ilI- 
timed and calculated to ceneourage Presj-

The arms also began to swell, and then 
those members turned black. Dr. Griffith 
called in assistance, but efforts to relieve 
the child proved unavailing, and the little 
one died as stated.

GAME OF CRAPS RESULTS IN USE 
OF A PISTOL. 


Crowd of Pennsylvanians Anxious 
To Lynch a Colored 


Gambler. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 9.—Glenwood, a sub- 
urb of this city, was thrown into big ex- 
citement tonight by the threatened lynching 
of a young negro named Daniel Scott. 
Scott, with three companions, went to a 
millworkers’ camp, near Harrison station, 
where a game of “crapg’ was started with 
several of the mill men. 

Scott lost his all on a three, grabbed the 
money and ran, with the crowd at his 
heels. 

Patrick Murto caught up with him and de- 
manded the money. Scott pulled his re- 
volver and fired at Murto, the ball grazing 
his shoulder and knocking him to the 
ground without real injury. Scott fled, 
but was captured on theeGlenwood bridge, 
where a crowd of several hundred men soon 
gathered. Murto’s companions, thinking he 
had been murdered, wanted to bynch the 
negro. No rope being at hand some wanted 
to throw thim over the bridge. 

Before the police arrived to rescue him, 


Scott had peen used for a football by the 


crowd and was a sorry looking object when 
Janded in the station house. 

Scott claims that his revolver was loaded 
with blank cartridges.

WON’T HAVE SILVER STANDARD. 


Parliamentary Committee on indian 
Currency Decides for Gold. 

London, July y.—The report of the pariia- 
mentary committee on Indian currency, 
just !ssued in the form of a blue book, 
approves the decision of tne government 
not to revert toa_ silver standard. It 
argues that it would be impossibje to main- 
tain the status quo permanently and there- 
fore recommends that measures be taken 
to introduce a gold standard, with the 
British sovereign as legal tender, and ad- 
vises that the Indian mints be allowed to 
coin gold without restrictions on the same 
terms as the Australian minfs. 

Finally, by a majority of votes, the com- 
mittee recommends fixing the rupee rate at 
16 pence.

Both are making trips over the state get- 
ting acquainted eo that when convention 
time draws nigh they will be able to grasp 
the delegates by the hand and say, “Do 
you remember, sweet Bill, when I was in 
your section?’ Mr. Stallings is receiving 
the most of the talk. He has been inthe 
northern part of the state for the last two 
weeks, while Mr. Waller has been in the 
southern part. On the Fourth of July Mr. 
Stallings delivered a strong address, a pa- 
trioNe speech, as it were, In Albertsville, 
Marshall county. te made many friends 
during that visit to that county, and it 
was incidentally stated that Mr. Stal- 
lings was after the nominaion for gover- 
nor of Alabama. From Marshall county, 
Mr. Stallings went to Etowah and from 
there to Calhoun. In each of these coun- 
ties he met a number of people, and though 
he gave it out that he was “fixing up his 
fences,”” the papers in each of the counties 
he visited announced him as one of the 
candidates for the nomination. Mr. Stal- 
lings was also in Birmingham recently. 

This is the hub now of the state, and 
all politicians, as well as others, fly around 
the lamp here. He gave it out that he was 
receiving much encouragement. Mr. Wal- 
ler was in Birmingham also during the last 
few days and it develops that he has been 
traveling some, too, and has been recetv- 
Ing encouragement right along. From 
what can be gleaned at present there will 
be five or six candidates at least for the 
gubernatorial nomination in this state next 
year. Besides the two named, there 
will probably be Colonel Clements, 
of Tuskaloosa; State Auditor White, Dr. 
R. M. Cunningham, of Jefferson county, 
and maybe one or two others from south 
Alabama. Hon. T. S. Plowman, of Tal- 
ladega county; Colonel W. H. Denson, 
formerly of Etowah county, but now liv- 
ing in Birmingham, and one or two others 
of equal prominence were mentioned, but 
both have given the matter light thouget 
so far as their public expressions go. It 
is beHeved that whoever Governor John- 
ston and his followers back up will be the 
man to receive’ the nomination. At first 
it was given out that Congressman Stal- 
lings was the man Governor Johnston was 
supporting, but a change has been 
brought about and this is how denied. 
lt wae also stated that State Auditor 
White would receive the governors suUp- 
port, but so far there have been no signs 
of this. So it will have to come out later 
who the governor is with. Anyhow, Ala- 
bama is going to have some fun in poll- 
tics and the warmest sort of a scrayble 
for the nomination is to be made. After 
that it will al be over, for it is now be- 
lieved that the democratic candidate will 
have no opponent. . Though it is yet a 
year and two months off before an elec- 
tion is held, there is much work being 
done and not a paper issues in the stats 
but that the campaign that is to be held 
is mentioned. 

A New Law in Effect. 

Birmingham's new law furtner regulat- 
ing the liquor traffic, adopted by the city 
council last week, is now in effect. Dur- 
ing the. week the saloon men have to 
close up their establishments between the 
hours of 12:15 and 5 in:the mornings. The 
police department will watch the saloons 
as closely as on Sundays and violations 
of the new law will be c@alt with in a 
vehement manner in the police court. This 
is done in order to give the police an 
opportunity to pick out the professional 
bums, who have been laying around the 
saloons all nighk and at times slipping eut, 
performing some dc#ilment and getting 
back to the saloon in plenty of time tv 
prove an alibi in case of an arrest. It 
also a step toward = prohibition. The 
Sunday law is being strictly enforced, and 
very little iquur is being sold here on Sun- 
days. The saw is worded here that 
nut only the. saloon man is guilty, when 
found in his place with non-employees, but 
aiso the peopic there. Judge Feagin, of the 
inferior criminal court, has been imposing 
fines of $100 on the saloonists found guilty, 
and $25 op the men who were arrested in 
the places. According to the new law, sa- 
loons must close at midnight Saturday night 
and remain tightly closed until Monday 
morning at 5 o'clock, except between mid- 
night Sunday night and 12:15 a. m., or fif- 
teen minutes. During the week days the 
saloons will have to close at fifteen minutes 
after 12 o’clock at nights and remain closed 
until 5 o’clock in the mornings. It is whis- 
pered that there will be further laws en- 
acted looking to the regulating of traffic on 
Sundays in Birmingham. 

Iron for Export. 

The furnaces in the Birmingham district 
are booking a large number of orders for 
iron to’ go to foreign ports. This trade is 
said to be more active right now than the 
domestic trade, and before the end of the 
year quite a large amount of Alabama- 
made iron will have started on its way 
across the ccean. The iron manufactured 
in this section seems to be gaining more 
favor across the big pond, and the inquli- 
ries that are being received by cablegrams 
are numerous, and show signs of bringing 
a demand later on. President Nat Baxter, 
of the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Rallroad 
Company, the largest iron-making concern 
in the south, and one of the largest in the 
world, states that a good demand is now 
being made for Alabama iron to be shipped 
across the ocean. It is believed this trade 
can be worked up to an extent never be- 
fore thought of. With the domestic de- 
mand, the export trade has been so brisk 
lately that a number of the furnaces in this 
district have about sold up their entire out- 
put for the balance of this year. 

Geologists To Meet. 

Montgomery, Ala., July 9%.—(Special.)— 
The state geologists of the various states 
in the union have received invitations 
from the Union Pacific railroad to partic- 
ipate in an examination into the fossil 
bearing region of Wyoming. They will 
assemble about July 15th and will spend 
about six weeks camping out in the great 
collecting grounds. State Geologist Eu- 
gene A. Smith and his assistant, Profes- 
sor Henry MetGalley, will be of the party.

Latest Gossip About the Fight Between 
McLaurin and Alle. 


PRIMARIES’ IN THE COUNTIES 
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Are Being Held, and So Far McLaurin 
Is Leading. 


RETURNS ARE FROM HIS STRONGHOLD 


Allen’s Mothér Is Very Sick and This 
Has Caused His Retirement from 
the Canvass for Awhile. 


Jackson, Miss., July 8&.—(Special.)—The 
month af July will unquestionably develop 
the winners in the Mississippi long and 
short term senatorial campaigns. Primaries 
are now being held throughout the state 
and the returns from each county are being 
watched with interest second only to that 
usually displayed in a national political 
campaign. Factions are lining up their 
forces with all possible speed and energy 
and each candidate has lost sight of his 
other duties in the hurry and bustle inci- 
dental to covering as many points in the 
state as possible, delivering public ad- 
dresses and using personal influence on the 
wary voters. 

The interest being displayed by the people 
in the senatorial race is deep-rooted and 
the largest vote known in years is polled 
at each succeeding primary. Each man 
seems to think that his ballot is absolutely 
essential to the general result and every 
Mississippian takes advantage of the op- 
portunity to exercise his great American 
privilege. 

At present Governor McLaurin is leading 
the field and running easy. The strength 
he has displayed in some sections of the 
state during the past six days where his op- 
position was supposed to be the strongest 
ig nothing short of surprising, especially 
to the friends and supporters of the other 
candidates in the face. Up to the present 
time the counties of Amite, Covington, Car- 
roll, Claiborne, Greene, Hancock, Harrison, 
Hinds, Issaquena, Lincoln, Marion, Quit- 
man, Perry, Simpson and Sharkey, with a 
combined vote on legislative joint ballot of 
twenty-five, have instructed for him. Allen 
has captured the counttes of Tishomingo, 
Alcorn, Lee, Washington, Wilkinson. and 
Wayne, with a joint vote of fourteen, while 
John Sharpe Williams has Montgomery and 
Yazoo with a vote of seven. 

The counties that have held primaries up 
to date are fairly well scattered through- 
out the state, a circumstance that places 
matters considerably in McLaurin's favor, 
as the above vote would naturally seem 
some indication of what the final result will 
be. It has been conceded from the first, 
however, that the governor would carry all 
of the counties named in his list above, and 
as yet his canvass has developed no sur- 
prising results with the exception of the 


much larger than had been anticipated by 
the opposition. 


Illness of Allen’s Mother. 

Allen's chances in the race have 
greatly injured during the past ten days by 
his enforced absence from the canvass on 
account of the illness of his mother, a very 
estimable lady, who died at Baldwin Tues- 
day night after having attained the and- 
vanced age of eighty-three years. Through- 
out her illness Mr. Allen remained constant- 
lv at the. bedside watching over the noble 
lady with all the devotion of a favurite son. 
Since her death hundreds of teiegrams of 
condolence have poured in upon him and 
the sympathy extended has been general 
throughout the state, regardless of party, 
faction or alliance. 

During the next few days Allen will again 
enter upan the canvass, but it is generally 
believed that his manner will not be as 
effective as of old, owing to his recent af- 
fiiction. Allen's strongest forte is unques- 
tlonably his keen wit and power of sharp 
ridicule. These elements will be lacking. In 
spite of the fact that Allen has earned a 
national reputation by his humor, he is in 
no sense of the word a cheap comedian and 
will pay due regard to the proprieties. His 
genial Irish stories will be missed, but it 
is scarcely probable that any mercy will 
be shown in his criticism of the state ad- 
ministration. 

Some Peculiar Actions. 

The senatorial campaign is producing 
some peculiar phases. The result of the 
primary in Hinds county somewhat dis- 
proves the old axiom that where there is so 
much smoke there must be some little fire. 
For over two years the atmosphere in 
Hinds has been clouded with a constant 
criticism of McLaurin and his admnnistra- 
tion, and the opposition has at times waxed 
so violent as to almost border on actual 
persecution. Yet in spite of all this, the 
county gave the governor an overwhelming 
majority. The fire that had engendered all 
the smoke referred to failed to materialize. 
in curious antithesis to Hinds county, from 
a cursory view, at least, stands Wilkinson. 
Little opposition had been heard from in 
that county until within the last two or 
three weeks, In fact, in making estimates of 
the probable results the McLaurin support- 
ers claimed the county and their claim was 
in no instance disputed by the Allenites. 
Later developments, however, showed that 
this quiet little county: entertained views 
entirely different than those with which it 
had been credited, and the result shows 
that the county went against McLuurin 
with considerable enthusiasm. 


Sullivan Is Leading. 

From present indications it seems that 
Senator Sullivan ie almost a sure winner 
for the senatorial short term commencing 
nex; January. The strength he ts display- 
ing at the various primaries !s proving a 
painful surprise to the supporters of ex- 
Governor Lowry, who have been inclined 
to think that their favorite had something 
resembling a walkover. 

Notwithstanding that Hinds is the home 
county of Lowry, a: the primary last 
Saturday Sullivan managed to carry five 
of the twenty precincts by handsome ma- 
jorities, whereas it thhad been previously 
predicted that Lowry would jead the en- 
tire ticket. Sullivan is at present in the 
lead by several leng'hs and the excellent 
record he made during his short stay in 
Washington is having a telling. effect. In 
his stump speeches jhe modestly relates 
hia connection with the passage of the 
southern claims bill, which was In a fair 
way to be defeated along toward the close 
of the session. While Sullivan hus been 
criticised ravher severely for his vote in 
favor of the ratification of the peace 
treaty, it has as yet been impossite to 
make this an issue of importance tn the 
Canvass, as the avefage Mississippian is 
usually fair-minded enough to credit a 
man with the honesty of his views on 
quées'ions of national importance. 

Result Up to Date. 

Jackson, Miss., July 9.—(Special.)\—A tah- 
ulation of the counties in Mississippi that 
have instructed on the senatorial question 
up to dafé give McLaurin 32 votes. Allen's 
vote is 7%. Warren county, with 6 votes, 
holds a primary tomorrow.

PLENARY COUNCIL OF 
CATHOLIC CHURCH 


In America Will Be Held Some Time 
During the Year of 1902. 


LAST SESSION IN BALTIMORE 


Authority for the Meeting Must Come 
Direct from the Vatican. 


SESSIONS ABE HELO EVERY TWENTY YEARS 


Question of ‘‘Americanism’’ Cannot 
Come Before the Session if 
It Is Held. 


Washington, July 9—It is said at tha 
residence of the apostolic delegate that 
the reports emanating in the west that a 
plenary council of the Catholic church in 
America would be held two years hence 
are doubtless the outgrowth of the wel'- 
known fact that these councils are held 
about every twenty years, and that two 
years hence will mark the twenty-year 
period from the time of the plenary coun- 
cil.at Baltimore held in 1882. The assem- 
biing of such a council is an event of un- 
usual importance to the church, as it 
brings together’ the entire hierarchy of 
the archbishops and bishops to frame the 
legislation of the church applicable to this 
country. 

Before it can be held, however. there 
must be a due determination by the au- 
thorities in the country and then direc. 
tion from Rome for the assembling of 
the council. 

Prior to this councl! of Baltimore the 
American archbishops made a_ visit to 
Rome and petitioned the vatican for the 
assembling of the council. This proced- 
ure is not essential, yet some such for- 
mal action is required and in case ‘oun- 
cil is te be held in 1902 it is thought the 
coming meeting of the American bish- 
ops, which is to be held in Washington 
next October, might consider the matter 
and frame a petition to the vVati@an. It 
is not known, however, whether such a 
plan is being Seriously gonsidered by theo 
prelates, and the report from the west 
ls said to be conjecture which may not 
prove true. Except that plenary councils 
are held every iwenty years, and there js 
a desire to make this the established pe- 
riod for their assembling, there is said 
to be no special occasion for such an 
important convocation of church authore 
ities. 

The question of “Americanism” which 
Khas excited much attention has been dis- 
pesed of finally by the letter of the pope 
and it is said that this jis not a subject 
which could come before a plenarv coun- 
cil. The condition of the church in Cuba 
and other Spanish-American countries is 
working out satisfactorily, and it: is said 
this would not require attention from a 
council, particularly as the Cuban, Porto 
Rican and Philippine churches are still 
outside the American hierarchy. For this 
reason the new archbishop of Santiago 
will not be present at the coming meeting 
of American archbishops. nor will other 
branches of the Spanish-American churen 
be represented. Thus far the American 
chvreh authorities have been given no 
duties in connection with the church in 
Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines, the 
affairs there being directed through apo¢- 
talit: delegates reporting directly to Rome. 

The gew Apostolic delegate {> Canada, 
Archbishop Franconia, ia well known to 
the church authorities here. and the ap- 
pointment regarded as an important one, 
owing to the position of the church in 
rublic affairs in Canada. particularly in 
the province of Quebec. Archbishop Fran- 
conia was brought up in Allegheny, Pa., 
and for some time was connected with 
the Franciscan Fraternity there. Later 
he was vicar general at St. Johns, New 
Brunswick. thence going to Rome and be- 
ing advanced to a high place near the 
pope. His former residence in this coun- 
try is relied upon to make his administra- 
tion in Canada an auspicious one 

Archoishop Keene has _ started from 
Rome for this country, but he will pro- 
ceed slowly. making frequent visits on the 
continent and not reaching Washington 
before October. 

Monsigneur Martinelli, the apostolic 
delegate, will go to the summer school at 
Madison, Wis., the latter part of’ this 
month, and will make several other visits 
in the west,

This will 
he the first state excursion ever run under 
the auspices of the association and the 
drummers expect it to be a grand suc- 
cess, 

The members of the state board present 
yesterday at the meeting at the Brown 
house were: George ©.

Carmichael and Harry Kendall, of Macon, 
and Messrs. Fickett and Hyatt, of Atlanta. 
Mr. Collier, who is president of the asso- 
ciation, presided at the meeting of the 
board. There was also present Mr. Lucius 
Roach, special agent of the Charleston 
Consolidated Street railroad, who was 
here in the interest of the railroad and the 
excursion. He gave a glowing ‘count of 
the delights and beauties of the Isle of 
Paims. 

The Macon post also held a meeting yves- 
terday and enthusiastically adopted the 
excursion idea. It is expected that a large 
crowd will go from Macon, chap2roned ly 
Mr. and Mrs. J. B. Turner. A Forsyth 
party will he chaperoned by Mr. and Mrs. 
George T. Brown and there will oe par- 
ties from Eatonton and many other neigh- 
boring towns which will go on the special 
train from Macon. 


Locke and the Postoffice. 

If Walter Corbett is appointed to a po- 
cition in the army, as reports from Wash- 
ington say will be the case, this will prob- 
ably remove him as a candidate for post- 
master at Macon, for which position he 
has been an applicant against Harry Ed- 
Should Corbett, therefore, no 
longer strive for the postmastership, it is 
thought that Colanel R. D. Locke wiil be 
a candidate. Locke and Corbett are clos2 
friends and Locke would not enter the 
contest as long as Corbett was in it, but 
with Corbett out there are reasons for 
believing that Locke will seek the Macon 
postoffice. Locke was formerly postmaster 
and also Unfted States marshal. He is 
now assistant United States marshal for 
the southern district of Georgia. It has 
been time and again declared that Fresi- 
dent McKinley has promised Major J. F. 
Hanson to appoint Harry Edwards p«st- 
master at Macon, and !t is understood that 
Buck indorses Edwards for the position. 
The term of the democratic incumbent, 
Mr. J. H. Hertz, will expire next March. 

A Circuit Primary. 

Tt is generally believed that the solicitor 
eeneral of the Macon superior court circuit 
will be nominated next year by a circuit 
democratic primary held on the same day 
in the three counties, Bibb, Houston and 
Crawford, composing the circuit. This plan, 
however, may not be decided en, but it 
seems to be the popular one at present. 
Hon. James P, Duncan, of Houston, is the 
only candidate for solicitor outside of Bibb, 
whereas there may be at least three, if 
not more, candidates in Bibb; namely, the 
present incumbent, Robert Hodges; ry Ww. 
Lane and Hope Pojhill. Duncan calculates 
on getting the solid vote of Houston and 
he believes that he will carry Crawford 
by a large majority, and thinks if he ob- 
tains a good vote in Bibb his election is 
certain, as Bibb'’s vote willl be divided 
among her several candidates. Bibb’s vote 
is much larger than the combined vote of 
Houston and Crawford, and if Bibb had 
only one candidate he ecguld easily sweep 
to victory. It has been suggested that 
Bibb's candidates first run a race in Bibb, 
and the ones who are defeatéd retire from 
the contest, and the winner be left to 
cope alone with Duncan, but this sugges- 
tion, it is said, does not meet with the 
favor of any of Bibb’s prospective candi- 
dates, for each of them twlieves he can 
carry Bibb by a safe majority and also 
carry Crawford by a good vote and get 
some votes in Houston and win the solici- 
torship. All the candidates are confident 
of winning, so a lively race can be ex- 
pected.

WATER SPRITE. 
Although spiders are the most famous 
spinners and weavers among animals, yet 
we have many insects which are also very 
expert in spinning silk and weaving tapes- 
tries. Most of the insect spinners are cater- 
pillars—i,. e., the immature forms of butter- 
flies and moths and. allied insects. | Differ- 
ent species of caterpillars put silk to dif- 
ferent Sometimes it is used (for 
sometimes for blankets, and

sometimes for catching prey, and some- 
ties it is used as a paving for reeds, and 
almost always it affords a means of descent 
from high places to the ground. But, un- 
like the spider, who has his spinnarets ar- 
ranged on the rear of his body, the cater- 
pillar has his spinning apparatus attached 
to his lower lip. It would seem that this 
Was a better location for the spinning 
giands, since the caterpillar can thus bet- 
ter see what he js doing. 

One of the most skillful 
of the insect spinners is a 
which lives at the bottom’ of swift-flowing 
streams and is common throughout the 
northern United States. This fisherman 
belongs to the family of caddice worms—a 
family widely celebrated for sKilled car- 
penters and masons. Our fisherman, how- 
ever, is neither a carpenter nor a mason, 
but is skilled in the art of making nets. His 
scientific name is hy-drop-sy-che, which, 
translated, means water sprite. 

His favorite haunt is at the 
some stone that lies in a swift current; his 
dwelling is rather carelessly constructed, 
and consists of a tube of silk or bits of 
sticks woven together, which is fastened 
to the lower surface of his chosen stone. 
This house, however, is oniv a place of 
retreat, and it must not be supposed that 
this rude silken tent is the true test of the 
technical skill of the water sprite. 

In appearance the young water sprite is 
a small caterpillar, varving in size accord- 
ing to the age and species. Our most com- 
m:on species is about a half-inch in length

The placing of glass about the street 
lamps, the invention of electric lights shut 
away within globes, raise barriers that 
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prevent the ecstatic holocaust. 

He and his fellows come in myriads and 
hang, a living curtain, about the lights of 
cities situated near rivers. These moving 
@nasses of winged creatures, each strug- 
gling to get nearer the dear flame, have 
proved a great nuisance in the cities upon 
our chain of great lakes. In Buffalo, when 
the question of exposition gite was being 
discussed for the fair of 1901, many peopie, 
with a view to a beautiful setting for the 
architecture of the exposition buildings, 
voted for a site by the water side. How- 
ever, somewhere in the swift current of 
the Niagara river millions upon millions of 
water sprites spread their nets, and the 
committee on sites fear that whoever else 
may come to the fair these little folk will 
be sure to be there in crowds that will 
prove disastrous to the comfort of other

At the rear end of his body 
are a pair of strong hooks. He does not 
need to come to the surface of the water 
for air, since he has bunches of thread, 
I‘ke gills on the lower side of his bod, 
fitted for extracting the oxygen contained 
in the swift-flowing water. 

The water sprites build various-shaped 
nets, each species making its own peculiar 
kind. The one figured here makes a funnel- 
shaped net, which is fastened to stones so 
that its distended mouth is directed up- 
stream. The sides consist of a framework 
of bits of vegetation, fastened together by 
Closely woven silk, but the opening at the 
small end is covered with a strong, regular 
and comparatively large mesh. The su- 
preme skill of the water sprite is shown in 
the beauty and regularity of this part of 
the net. The advantages of this arrange- 
ment can be seen at a glance, since this 
large mesh allows the water caught by the 
wide mouth of the net to flow through 
easily and thereby leave in the silken bag 
creatures too large to pass through. The

Probably the strong hooks at the rear end 
of his body are used to clutch the silken 
ropes and thus hold him to his anchorage 
The very brink of falls is a favorite loca- 
tion for him, and he hangs his silken cups 
in this perilous pasivuon and there they stay, 
long after their owner has abandoned them, 
making the rocks black from the dirt 
caught in their meshes.

TRAGEDY GROWS 
OUT OF DOG FIGHT 


James Wiseman Kills Police Officer 
Spalding in Augusta : 


POLICEMAN WAS NOT ON DUTY 


And Interfered with Men Interested in 
Fighting Dogs. 


HOT WORDS EXCHANGED BETWEEN PARTIES 


One of the Men Arrested—Wiseman 
and Spalding Afterwards Meet 
and Shooting Occurs. 


9.—(Special.)—The early 
morning were marked 


Aucusta, Ga., July 
hours of Sunday 
by an unfortunate tragedy. 

Pohce Officer John Spalding was shot and 
killed by James Wiseman, in the upper 
part of the city, between 2 and 3 o'clock 
a. m. 

An inquest was held by the coroner this 
morning about 10 o'clock, and the verdict 
simply finds that Spalding met his death at 
the hands of Wiseman, without reference 
to the justifiable or unjustifiable character 


of the killing. 

The shooting seems to have been the re- 
between the two men 
earlier in the night. Spalding and Wiseman 
both live in the vicinity of the scene of 
the shooting. Policeman Spalding was not 
on duty, and while in his yard attending 
upen a sick horse his attention was attract- 
ed by a nojse on Broad street. He hurried 
out there and found a number of young 
men amusing themseives with a dog fight. 
One of the party was James Wiseman, and 
he was the owner of one of the dogs. 
Spalding grabbed one of the dogs by the 
hind legs and kicked the other away, stop- 
ping the fight. Wiseman became very an- 
gry, and cursed Spalding for his interfer- 
ence, and another of the party, Bob Lassi- 
ter, is reported to have sald: “Kill him, he 
hasn't got his uniform on.’ 

Spalding promptly arrested Lassiter, 
Policeman Newman, who was walking the 
beat. coming up at this time, Spalding 
directed him to arrest Wiseman, but he 
did not do so. The foregoing was related 
by Spalding when he took Lassiter in to 
headquarters, and was ssn at the 
coroner's inquest this morning. also was 
brought out this morning that anes Police- 
Newsome failed to arrest Wiseman, 
Spalding went to his home, procured his 
uniform coat and badge and looked for 
Wiseman to arrest him, but could not find 
him. 

An hour or so later, 
after delivering Lassiter at the lock-up, 
he met Wiseman, and the shooting oc- 
eurred. Policeman Spalding was accom- 
panied by C. B. Whitaker, who had been 
carried to the barracks along with Lassiter 
ac a witness to the original dog fight dis- 
turbance. Whitaker says they were walk- 
ing up Broad street when they met two 
men. and Spalding exclaimed: “Why. 
here's Mr. Wiseman!” and without another 
word Wiseman shot him. The bullet enter- 
ed over the left eve and passed out the top 
of the head, death resulting in a short 
time. 

Another witness declared Spalding cursed 
Wiseman. 

Dr. Morgan. who was summoned after 
the shooting, testified that he found a 
cocked pistol lying on the ground between 
Spalding’s legs. The police pistols are self- 
acting, and the police say a policeman does 
not cock his pistol before using it. 

This is the case as it came out before 
the coroner. Spalding is dead and Wise- 
man is in jail. He was represented by M. 
YP. Carroll before the coroner, and the tes- 
timony indicates a line of justifiable homl- 
cide in self-defense. 
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McGARVEY MAKES CONFESSION. 


Tells How He Killed Hawkins by Cut- 
ting His Throat. 

Savannah, Ga., July 9.—(Special.)—Thom- 
as McGarvey, recently opnvicted of the 
murder of George Hawkins, and sentenced 
to a life term in the penitentiary, has 
made a confession. When on trial McGar- 
vey pleaded that he knew nothing bout 
the killing. the presumption being that 
both men were intoxicated and got into a 
quarrel, the result of which was Hawkins's 
throat was cut with a razof and he died. 
Roth were white men and they lived to- 
gether. 

McGarvey was a member of Ray's 
ment of {mmunes and a notorious drinker. 
McGarvey now states that he did kill Haw- 
kins; that he knew he killed him, and, 
according to his statement, he killed him in 
cold blood, 

It seems that the two men hada quarrel 
over a woman. There jis no doubt trat 
both men were under the jnfluence cf 
liquor, but McGarvey admits that he sim- 
Piy walked up to Hawkins while the ‘atter 
was sitting in a chair, opened his razor, 
and cut Hawkins’'s throat from ear to ear. 
McGarvey will soon be sent to the peni- 
tentiary to serve his sentence.

The kissing 
bug may be a novelty elsewhere, but Frank 
M, Jones, a local entomologist, has made 
known the fact that Wilmington became 
acquainted with the kissing bue family as 
early as last January. A member of the 
DuPont family, of Christiana hundred, 
serving a large insect crawling on the ta- 
ble, put his hand on it and it stung him. 
Then he threw a napkin upon it and it 
stung him through the napkin. 

The hand became swollen and eontinued 
so for about three weeks and for the first 
three days the arm was swollen also. Un- 
der the treatment of a physician, Mr. 
DuPont recovered from the effect of the 
poison. 

Meanwhile the bug had been turned over 
to Mr. Jones, who sent it to the entomo- 
logical division of the department of agri- 
culture at Washineton and received from 
Entomologist L. O. Howard a letter an- 
nouncing that the bug was one of the 
piratine bugs Known As melanolestes pi- 
cipes. Mr. Howard added that the speci- 
men sent. Was somewhat abnormal, but he 
was eonvinced that it Was one of the epe- 
cles responsible for many of the cases of 
so-called srdder bite. 

Harry C. Keller, a saloon keeper of this 
city, is suffering with a badly swollen lip 
and jaw. He does not Know what caused 
it. but it is supposed he is a victim of the 
kissing bug.

Southampton, July 9.—Yachting circles in 
the Solent were never more excited than 
now over the prospects in the forthcoming 
race for the America’s cup between the 
Shamrock and Columbia, Yesterday the 
keenest lookout was kept for the chal- 
lenger, which it was known would stretch 
her sails. 

Every movement was veiled with the pro- 
foundest secrecy, and, owing to the rumors 
in circulation that her sails were unsatis- 
factory, the interest was intensified. News- 
paper men and photographers gathered in 
large numbers and would have given any- 
thing to know the programme, but nothing 
Was given out. 

Sir Thomas Lipton, delighted with his new 
treasure, and the brothers Jameson were 
on board the Iverna, John Jameson's cut- 
ter, and Mr. Will Fife. the designer of 
the Shamrock, was much in evidence. 

In Southampton water the Shamrock pre- 
sented a maganificent sight. The slight 
breeze Was just enough to fill her sails, but 
she glided speedily and as gracefully as a 
swan. 

It should be understood that yesterday’s 
trip was in no a test of speed, al- 
though the Iverna and Satinita accompanied 
her. Very soon it became apparent that 
there was not a shadow of foundation for 
the unfavorable reports. No doubt a few 
minor alterations will be found necessary, 
but the sails were pronounced generally 
excellent. 

The helm trials were even more sdatisfac- 
tory. if possible. as she answered all de- 
mands Leautifully and without the least 
trouble. 

After passing Galshot castle she was di- 
rected toward Cowes. where she was ea- 
gerly scanned by crowds of experts already 
arrived for the season. A distinguished ex- 
pert and yachting authority said to the 
correspondent of the Associated Press that 
the Shamrock was “the finest yacht ever 
seen in the Solent.”

What Dreyfus Had To Suffer. 

The New York Journal, of recent date, 
presents a frightful picture of the suffer- 
ings which Captain Dreyfus underwent 
On Devil's island. Those who have kept 
easual watch on the case did not once 
doubt that the unfortunate man was 
called on to endure painful experiences 
and that his surroundings were the re- 
verse of congenial. 

From time to time reports of the man- 
ner in which the isolated exile spent his 
time were circulated in the daily papers 
and received with more or less credence. 
l'requently the recitals were so pro- 
nounced as to bear the impress of very 
truth, and just as often he who read 
between the lines could discern that the 
more revolting part of the story had been 
left in the background. The Journal's 
correspondent has interviewed Maitre 
Labori, chief counsel for Dreyfus, and 
his intimate friend. Labori spoke at 
length and pitterly regarding the dis- 
closures which Dreyfus made to him. It 
is impossible through lack of space to 
produce the interview entire, but suffi- 
cient is given to reveal the nature of the 
story: 


‘“Tfe has us 
to which was 
tale of unimaginable cruelty His guards 
were the roughest, most heartless ruffians 
that could be picked out of the Guiana po- 
Thev imagined that they would gain 
the authorities by treating the 
prisoner with violence and meanness I 
cannot tell voy all the extreme vexations 
Drevfus described to us, but here is an ex- 
ample:

Notwithstanding he was ill, he was 
strapped and chained to his bed. Thus he 
was left twenty days without medical at- 
tendance. But this outrage, Dreyfus 
saved him. He was so sick at heart, 
of Lody that he was willing 
when he realized there was 4a 
him, he gathered all his energy 
S> lived.’’ 

“Is it true he was confined in a cage? 

“No: the story about thi 
true.’ M. Labori answered. 
turer, M. Lebon, devised fer Dreyfus a 
nalisade-like inclosure, a tall fence that 
was little better than a cage. Imagine the 
refinement of cruelty that shut out even a 
view of the sea, that kept a man baking in 
such a trap—scarcely larger than an ordi- 
nary room. 

“Another idiotic measure Was to Keep a 
lamp burning over Dreyfus’s bed all night 
long. The pretext was that ‘his every 
movement must be watched. What could 
the prisoner do in such a lockup? But the 
light attracted swarms of the fearful trop- 
ical insects that eat a man alive. They 
turned sleep into a nightmare. Dreyfus 
dreaded night more than the broiling sun. 
Four vears of that!"" exclaimed M. Labori. 
raising his fists to heaven in indignation. 
“And more, those hyenas stole Dreyfus's 
food and fed him for weeks on most re. 
volting messes, telling him his family had 
ceased to send money to him.” 

“Did not his wife's, his family’s letters 
reach Dreyfus?’ was asked. 

‘‘For months Lebon suppressed letters to 
him. Then, again, his guards were in- 
Sitructed to pester and harass Dreyfus to 
make a confession. ‘See, even your family 
has abandoned you!’ they constantly said 
to him. ‘Better own up; confess.’ 

“The fact is, Dreyfus became the plav- 
thing of his coarse, idle jailers. He often 
heard them making disrespectful remarks 
about his wife; he heard their persistent in. 
timations that she was anxious to remarry. 
Dreyfus wrote urgent appeals, asked for 
explanations. His letters were never for- 
warded. So he was left despairing until 
wild. He was his guards’ plaything. 

“Why, they even took it on themselves 
to deny him access to a narrow court where 
he could exercise by walking. For days 
they locked him in his cabin and barred 
the doors and windows, until the heat drove 
him nearly insane. Dreyfus was so exas- 
perated that once he threatened to strangle 
one of his torturers, But he immediately 
realized that they would welcome the 
Slightest pretext to shoot him. So he after- 
wards submitted to all their jntamies. 

And now the victim of these inhu- 
manities stands a second time before the 
Irrench bar of justice. It is a mooted 
questicn whether he will be acquitted or 
a second time railroaded through to con- 
viction and ignominy.

The truth is, when people see and feel 
that criminals are permitted to evade 
punishment for long years by means of 
shrewd legal technicalities, which courts 
insist on recognizing instead of sweep- 
ing them away in the interests of peace 
and good order, there is placed before 
them a constant temptation to take mat- 
ters into their own hands, especially in 
cases where the crime committed is of 
an inhuman character, and it needs no 
lawless element to gharpen the inclina- 
tion.

@ character that the jury which tried 
him felt no doubt about his guilt. But 
on the panel from which thig jury was 
taken was a cotton picker who lived in a 
tent, which he moved about from place 
to place. This man’s name was struck 
from the panel because there ig a law 
in Tennessee which requires that a man 
Shall be ‘‘a householder or a freeholder” 
before he is eligible to serve on a jury. 

The judge declared the tent dweller to 
be incompetent, and the jury was made 
up of twelve men about whose compe- 
tency there was no question whatever. 
The criminal wag tried and convicted, 
but he had a shrewd lawyer who carried 
the case up to the supreme court on the 
technical question whether the _ tent- 
dweller was competent to serve on the 
jury. Thereupon the supreme court 
set aside a just verdict, holding that 
dwelling for a time in a certain county 
under a tent made a man a household- 
er, The whole trial must therefore 
go for naught simply because the tent 
dweller was not permitted to serve on 
the trial jury. 

Now, {f this decision is to be effec- 
tive—-if it is to hold together—if it means 
anything at all, it must mean that the 
particular case im question eannot be 
tried until the officials of the lower court 
search high and low for the rejected 
juror and compel him be one of 
twelve to retry the case. Because one 
man was not allowed to serve on the 
jury the whole scheme of justice is to be 
delaved, though there is no claim what- 
ever, and no hope, that the jurv who 
tried the ease could have found any 
other verdict. The decision of the high- 
er court simply cheats justice for a 
time, puts the taxpavers to unnecessary 
expense, and gives the people a very low 
idea of the methods of the courts. 

Another case calculated to feed the 
appetite of the people to take matters 
into their own hands, is the decision of 
the supreme court in the of a 
forger. The verdict of the lower court 
has been set aside because, in the opin- 
ion of the supreme court, one of the 
jurors “‘might’’ have read something in 
the papers about a forged check, though 
he made oath that he had no recollection 
of the matter. 

Such frivolous excuses for interfering 
With jury verdicts certain to create 
a desire on the part of the public affect- 
ed to take the more serious crimes into 
its hands and to put no trust in a ju- 
diciarv system which, in its court of 
last. resort, turns justice into ridicule, 
and turns the seale in favor of crim- 
inals by such whimsical decisions as 
those we have indicated, 
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Pig Iron and Panics. 

In the current number of The North 
American Review, Mr. George H. Ilull 
has anarticle onthe relations between 
the price of pig iron and commercial 
prosperity. The article is very interesting 
and, in a way, suggestive. The author has 
a theory which, bluntly stated, is to the 
effect that a material rise inthe price ol 
pig iron is the forerunner of a finan- 
cial disturbance whieh, for want of a 
better name, is called a panic, and 
marks, as he says, a turn in the tide 
of prosperity. 

lie calls attention to the recent re- 
markable rise in the price of pig iron. 
and calls attention to the fact that this 
advance not an unusual occurrence, 
being only a repetition of what teok 
place in 1854, 1864, 1872 and 1889. koal- 
lowing these advances in the price of 
pig iron came financial] disturbances of 
more or less severity. 

At this moment we are in the presence 
of another advance in pig iron, which, 
considering all the circumstances, is 
quite as notable as any that has oc- 
curred heretofore. Southern pig iron 
which a few months ago was selling 
for $6 per ton is now $!8—an advance 
of 300 per cent. Mr. Ilull recognizes 
that each advance chronicled is the re- 
sult of legitimate demand, and that this 
demand is a sign of prosperity. He per- 
ceives also that such prosperity ag this 
cannot be overdone, and this consider- 
ation leads him to inquire why it is 
that shortly after the rise in pig iron in 
each instance noted, prosperity comes 
tumbling down. 

His inquiry. as far at is goes, develops 
a feature of the iron industry of great 
significance. It is this, that iron men 
throughout the country for some reason 
or other unknown to anybody but them- 
selves, regard a twenty-three days’ stock 
of iron as over-production, and they 
are making constant efforts to restrict 
production. The result is that when a 
place in industry, when 


revival takes 
great enterprises in which fron the 


chief factor are begun, the visible sup- 
ply of iron is at once exhausted, the 
mills find themse!ves overwhelmed with 
rush orders, and the demand causes 
prices to rise by jumps to a point where 
the use and employment of iron becomes 
unprofitable. 

Especially is this the with re- 
spect to those enterprises in which iron, 
as has been said, is the chief factor 
and therefore inevitable. ne by one 
they are abandoned by their‘projectors, 
workmen are thrown out of employment 
and cumulative result of the phe- 
nomena! in pig iron disastrous 
to all interests, incinding the 
iron men themselves. 

Such, briefly stated, is 
vanced by Mr. Hull, and 
owned that itis plansible. If it be true, 
the business axiom that the price of 
pig iron is the measure of prosperity will 
have to be materially modified. The New 
York Journal of Commerce, commenting 
on this theory, which it finds suggestive, 
remarks casually that Mr. Hull's state- 
ment ignores the main condition of the 
problem, and that in each of the years 
marked off by Mr. Tull to illustrate his 
views, the price of pig iron was merely 
an incident in a general process of in- 
flation which bore with it the certainty 
of violent contraction. e 

Well, if prosperity is hereafter to pass 
under the name of “inflation,” and if, 
in the beginning of a business revival, 
before its impulses have been felt ‘in 
many directions, we are to understand 
that the country is in the midst of an- 
other “period of inflation,” all we ean 
say is that the prospect is gloomier than 
we had supposed. Let us. theerfore, in 
order to escape the charge of throwing 
a sop to the silver Cerberus, ignore the 
remark of The Journal of Commerce 
about “inflation.” If the rise in iron is 
a part of a present process of “inflation,” 
we want to see the other marks of it. 

After all is said, the fact remains 
that the demand for pig iron at the 
present moment is of such a persistent 
character that, compared with it, the 
gold dollar in a very brief period has 
become very much less than a 50-cent 
dollar. According to the theory of the 
gold parity, any process which increases 
the price of commodities and decreases 
the value of gold is “inflation,” and the 
end of it must be contraction. In other |

words, the great banks, in order to re- 
coup themselves, proceed to call in their 
loans and put rivets in their pockets; 
whereupon, down tumble the cardhouses 
of prosperity in a general crash, and the 
public is invited to view the ruins and 
behold the results of “inflation,” after 
which everybody ig invited to join in 
a chorus to the effect that there is noth- 
ing beautiful and true, nothing grand 
and nothing good but gold. 

But the fact remains, after all, that 
the iron producers stand in their own 
light, and in the way of stable and pros- 
perous conditions when they persist in 
regarding a twenty-three days’ supply 
of iron as over-production. They would 
make more money, and establish more 
promising conditions by selling their 
product for $12 and $15 a ton than they 
are likely to make by permitting demand 
to run the price up to a point 
where various promising enterprises 
must be brought to a standstill. Mr. 
Hull, who seems to be an expert in the 
iron business, argues that when the 
price of iron reaches the limit, which 
even the most highly favored projects 
cannot afford to pay, the shortsighted 
mismanagement of the iron producers Is 
responsible for killing the goose that 
lays the golden egg. 

The remedy he guggests is an iron 
exchange, and the sale of certificates or 
options, as in the case of other products. 
He thinks this would tend to hold prices 
at a gtable level, and that producers 
would thereby be enabled to keep on 
hand a stock sufficiently large to prevent 
such an fron famine as now prevails.

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GENERAL LONGSTREET 
ON THE LOYAL SOUTH 


The current number of The New York 

Inderendent has a notable article on ‘‘The 
loyal South,” from the pen of General 
Jaines Longstreet. 
‘In view of the general's bitter experience 
among his own people, after his conversion 
to republicanism, it would not have been 
surprising if he had said some sharp things 
about them in a magazine which would have 
gladly welcomed such utterances from a 
lamous ex-confederate. 

But the old soldier is made of better stuff. 
For years he rested silently under the sav- 
age attacks and misrepresentations of par- 
tfsan journals. Finally, public indignation 
became fatigued. It spent its fury, and 
people began to study the great soldier who 
had serenely and silently pursued the even 
tenor of his way. apparently unmoved by 
either praise or blame. 


During recent years the general has re- 
Gained much of his former popularity in the 
south. People freely express their disap- 
proval of his political course, but they are 
ready to admit that many good soldiers, 
brave, honest, patriotic men, have shown 
themselves very blundering politicians, get- 
ting on the wrong side-‘of politics, about as 
easily as they get on the unprofitable side 
of business and finance. 

This seems to be the prevailing sem!ment 
in this region and nobody at the present 
time cares a rap about Longstreet’'s polities. 

le is regarded as a historic figure, a 
Breat general whe proved himself a hero 
in his long fight for the confederacy, and 
he is always sure of an enthusiastic greet- 
Ing new in every quarter of Dixie's land. 


The general begins his article with the 
following paragraph, which is not lacking 
in sly humor as well as shrewd judgment. 

“To those of us who once wore 
sray uniform there was something 
pleasing and at the same tim: 
im the manner in which the people of the 
north tried to steal Fitzhugh Lee from the 
south at the outbreak of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War. And General Joe Wheeler seems 
to be thoroughly yankeeized—even to the 
extent of being a McKinley democrat.”’ 

[Then he renders this just tribute to the 
loyalty of the south: 

‘The south loyal? Barring a little family 
misunderstanding of a generation back, the 
south has never been anything else but 
loyal, Its loyalty should not be a matter 
for question or surprise. That the flag and 
the republic are their own is no new feel- 
ing at the south. Our fathers were the 
framers and defenders of the constitution, 
and its blessings of freedom and greatness 
are our rightful heritance. If proof of the 
South's loyalty were needed, the events of 
“ur recent war have amply furnished them. 
What other section of the union responded 
to the war call as the south did? But there 
is not any cheap or noisy patriotism in the 
south. The feeling is in the hearts of the 
people and not upon their lips. 

“Those noisy loyal people who are always 
Setting upon the housetops to procla'm their 
loyalty to the flag and their devotion to the 
country—always making a fuss about it 
remind me of the story of the doings of 
General Winfield Scott after Virginia se- 
ceded from the union. Scott was a Virgin- 
ian, and to indulge in a mint julep every 
day about 12 o'clock was one of his con- 
firmed habits. Now the mint julep is a 
characteristic Virginia drink. Each day 
when Scott took it it stirred his Virginia 
blood, and the effect upon his loyalty was 
such that he always had to run to the 
State department, so it is said, and renew 
his oath of allegiance. 

“The south does not need to give daily 
and noisy evidence of the fact that it 
belongs to the union, and is ready any day 
Lo offer up all its treasure and blood in de- 
fense of the flag. It is not necessary to 
announce to the world every other morning 
that we have come together with the north 
and have forgotten the bitterness of our 
civil struggle. After the honorable adjust- 
ment of our differences at Appomattox there 
never Was any bitterness worth mentioning 
between the men who did the fighting. 
Many of them had been together at West 
Point, on the plains of the west and on 
Mexican battlefields. And when the sword 
was sheathed it was with the conviction on 
both sides that each had fought for a 
prineiple he conceived to be worth dying 
for; that both in e urage and sacrifice had 
fittingly illustrated American manhood. No, 
there was little bitterness after the fighting 
was over between the soldiers of the two 
armies. Some who did very little fighting 
on either side got very angry after the 
war was ended, and were a long time about 
getting over the unpleasantness.”’

He says that our people are prospering: 
the manufacturing interests are progressing 
profitably; agriculture is becoming diversi- 
lied; labor conditions are better than in the 
north. We have no great labor strikes so 
common in the north and west. and as a 
laborer our southern negro is worth six 
northern negroes. Efforts are being made 
to educate the southern negro along lines 
that may make him discontented and a 
striker.

| ‘renerally farm !aborers, and they will never 


organize and fight like the white toilers at 
Hiomestead. 

The south is growing in a healthy way. 
It is doing weil as a siock raising country, 
and while cotton is the great staple, other 
crops are receiving due attention. The gen- 
eral says that at thé close of the war we 
had nothing. There was not a new bonnet 
in a half dozen states. ‘Now, our people 
have new bonnets—not the most expensive 
kind, perhaps, but pretty and quite effee- 
tive, even at long range."’

How about the problem and the 
lynching evil? 

This man of blood and tron knows human 
nature. He is no theorist. He deals with 
conditions, and he does not look for a 
sweeping reform in a day. Here is what he 
Says: 

‘The lynchings in Georgia and elsewhere 
throughout the south are much to be de- 
plored, but as indicated in the case of your 
strikes, disorders that even lead to consid- 
erable loss of life are not by any means 
confined to the south. In these lynchings 
the same crime is always charged. It is a 
crime against our womankind at the 
thought of which men are driven crazy, 
and they, when in that condition. commit 
luwless acts. I notice that two men charg- 
ed with this crime lately were auleile 
brought to trial. One was found guilty 
and sentenced to be hanged in thirty days, 
and the other was acquitted, as the evidence 
against him failed. The people had been 
ready to lynch him, and if they had done 
so would have taken the life of an innocent 
man. It certainly is not pleasant to con- 
ter plate the possibility that such mistakes 
have been made. 

‘The root of the trouble is that people 
who lynch men for rape have not proper 
confidence in the courts. They are resolved 
that no man guilty of the crime named shal! 
through the law's delay escape the penalty, 
which they think should be swift and cer- 
tain, as the surest check to the crime. If 
they can be induced to rely upon the courts 
a great advance will be made. 

“It would be folly to go into a esunty 
where one of these lynchings has occurred 
and seize a score or so of the lynchers for 
the purpose of hanging them. What power 
would hang them? Before what jury could 
they be convicted? What jail weuld hold 
them from their friends, who would surely 
ride from all parts to rescue them”? The 
federal government could net interfere 
without causing wreater and more serious 
trouble than those with which our land is 
already wrestling. The solution of our difli- 
culties musi rest with the law-abiding peo- 
ple of both r: | south, Here again 
the negroes need to follow the leadership 
of Eooker T. Washington in co-operating 
with the white people to the end that the 
crime which leads to lynching may be put 
down. The community which comnnits law- 
lessness, of course, must always suffer from 
it own deeds, and the results that come 
home to it are the Whips that teach it to 
mend its ways.’

swift trials. Ile thinks that in the course 
of time the law-abiding people of both races 
will control, but he evidently does not ex- 
pect a speedy change for the better. The 
improvement in the situation will probably 
be gradual. 

The admirable common sense and fair- 
ness of the general's review of southern 
conditions will impress every reader favor- 
ably. 

Unlike many old men, he is decidedly op- 
timistic. He does not think that the eoun- 
try is going to the dogs. He does not pre- 
dfet race wars and all sorts of troubles. He 
sees a slow but steady advance in the direc- 
tion of prosperity and law and order. and 
he has confidence in the loyalty and patriot- 
ism of both sections 

The old confederates and 
people generally will be glad to see that 
General Longstreet embraces this oppor- 
tunity to place them in such a good light 
before the outside world, and they will ap- 
preciate his high-minded course in not mak- 
ing the slightest allusion to certain inci- 
dents in the past which would recall the 
practical gstracism of which he was the 
victim inthe south twenty vears or more 
age. 

Such a man may go wrong in politics. but 
he will not be harshly judged. At heart 
Longstreet is just as true a southerner as 
he was when he fought the battles of the 
confederacy.

Boys Enter Inman Park Church, De- 
molish Furniture and Fire lt 


TRIED BURGLARY AT FIRST 


Ugly Conduct of Lee Rey Whiffle and 
Wade O'Callahan Saturday, 


OVS ARRESTED AND MAKE CONFESSION 


One Is Twelve Years of Age and the 
Other Only Nine—The Younger 
Is Turned Over to His Father. 
Case’Worked by De- 
tectives. 


Two little white ‘boys were arrested yes- 
terday morning on the charge of attempt- 
ing to burn down a church after they had 
partially demolished the interior and ruin- 
ed the organ. 

The boys are Lee Ray Whipple, son of 
M. F. Whipple, of 93 Boulevard, and Wade 
O’Callahan, whose father resides at 98 
Yonge strect. The two boys have confessed 
to the charge, and the younger, Wade 
O'Callahan, has been released on account 
of his age. and the other is being held at 
the polica barracks. 

Some time Saturday afternoon the boys 
went into the Presbyterian church at In- 
man Park, and tore up the carpet, broke 
the organ and then attempted to fire the 
building. 

Yesterday morning the city detectives 
were notified of the vandalism. It was not 
known who had committed the deed, and 
Detectives Ozburn and Kilpatrick were de- 
tailed to work on the case. They secured 
evidence from a newsboy which led them 
to believe the Whipple boy and Wade 
O’Callahan were the guilty persons, and 
the two boys were taken in custody and 
carried to the police barracks, where they 
made a full confession. 

Added to the vandalism in the church, the 
two boys were also charged with trying to 
burglarize a residence in Inman Park, and 
to this they also confessed. 

lee Ray Whipple is twelve years of age, 
and the O'Callahan boy is only nine. The 
pair got together Saturday and plotted to 
commit a burglary. They founda residence 
which was closed. The family had gone off 
for the summer, and the young man who 
slept there at night was at work. The 
boys tried to break a window, but before 
they succeeded in doing so they were 
frizhtened away. 

The youngsters went to the Presbyterian 
church in Inman Park and forced an en- 
trance through a window. Once inside, 
they tore up the carpet in the aisle and 
pulled it together in a pile for a fire. They 
broke the organ so that it could not be 
used without repairs. After committing 
other acts of wanton vandalism, they 
placed a lot of old paper on the pile of 
carpet and set Them on fire. They left the 
building, thinking it would catch fire and 
burn down. The flames, after burning a 
short while, went out. The carpet was 
ruined and some of the new pews were 
partially burned. 

The affair was not discovered until yes- 
terday morning, when the church was 
opened for Sabbath school. 

The Whipple boy at first denied his guilt. 
The other boy broke down and made a con- 
fession, and then the Whipple boy also 
confessed. 

Wade O'Callahan made the following 
statement to the detectives: 

‘‘Lee Ray asked me if I wanted to make 
pome money by getting some things from 
a house, and I went with him. We got 
scared and ran off from the house. Then 
he asxed me to go into the church to have 
some fun, and I went with him. I helped to 
tear up the carpet and break the organ, 
and both of us tried to set the church on 
fire.’ 

Lee Ray admitted that he was mixed up 
fn the affair, but he tried to put the blame 
on the smaller boy. 

The officers believed the older boy was 
the more.to blame, and locked him upina 
cell. The younger lad was turned over to 
his father. 

The officers of the church say they do 
not know whether or not they will prose- 
cute the boys. 

Lee Ray Whipple has been arrested be- 
fore. A few months ago he was fined in 
the police court for rocking a teacher of 
the public schools, after a crowd of boys 
had called her to the front door. 

The affair will be further investigated this 
morning. 


THE BLACK MAN’S BURDEN. 


H. H. Proctor Preaches on the Power 
of Wealth and the Lever of 
Gold. 


Rev. H. H. Proctor, colored, preached the 
third of his series of sermons on “The 
Black Man's Burden” at the First Con- 
@regational church last night, and a large 
congregation of colored people was present. 
His text was II Corinthians, viii, 9: ‘‘Jesus 
Christ was rich.’’ He spoke of the power of 
money es an element in iifting the burdens 
of his race, and among other things, said: 

“Money is the need and desire of all. 
Christ made a cash drawer of the mouth of 
the fish. Certain objections against money 
have obtained because of a misinterpreta- 
tion of scripture. Money is nowhere con- 
demned, only the inordinate love of it. 
Nor is the use of it anywhere condemned, 
Only the abuse of it. 

But there are certain advantages that 
Will acerue to the negro by means of 
wealth. One is independence of character. 
To own something imparts a sense of 
manhood essential to a full-rounded char- 
acter. Another advantage is the respect of 
others. An honestly earned dollar is 
Christian «haracter crystallized, and it wins 
the respect of others. No poverty stricken 
race can ever command the respect of 
the world.

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NEGRO SOLDIERS VOLUNTEER 


Ninth Regiment of Immunes Has Of- 
fered Its Services. 


LETTER IS SENT TO McKINLEY 


Negroes Ask That Line Officers Be 
from Their Race and That Pro- 
motions Be Allowed.

An open letter has been addressed to 
President Mcihinley by the members of the 
Ninth United States regiment of immunes, 
composed of negroes, offering the regi- 
ment for services anywhere the United 
States may need a soldier. 

The regiment served for a time in and 
around Santiago, and the commanding of- 
ticer, Colonel Crane, received a letter from 
Genera] Wood, for efficient services. 

The negroes ask that the line officers 
be negroes, and that the privates be given 
the same opportunity for promotion for 
gallant services as in other regiments. 

boilowing is the letter: 

“To vne President of the United States, 
William McKiniey, Commander-in-Chief ol 
ine Army and wavy, Wasnington, VV. Lv. 
Sir: We, the unders.gned committee, rep- 
resenting tne olmce.rs, non-commissioned 
olmcers, privates, etc., Ol tne iate zinta 
regiment United States volunteer infantry, 
immunes, appointed at a meeting held in 
this city, deeming it a duty ailKe to our- 
selves and our country in the present ex:- 
gency, tender our regiment to be placed 
where our country most needs a soldier. 
We have the same love and patriotic devo- 
tion to our country in time of need as our 
grandfathers at Chalmette under General 
Jackson or our fathers under General 
Grant. 

“The record we have made in the Span- 
ish-American war, we refer you to General 
Wood's letter as follows: 

‘**Headquarters Department of Santiago, 
Adjutant General's Office C.vil Department, 
Santiago de Cuba, April 25, 1899.—Colonel 
Crane, Ninth United States Volunteer In- 
fantry. Sir: Your regiment having been 
relieved from duty in this department, it 
gives me great pleasure to assure you 
that I have always found your regiment 
to be efficient, well instructed and well dis- 
ciplined, and that its services, taken as a 
whole, have been excellent and credita- 
ble.

BISHOP MORRISON 
TALKS TO MASONS 


The World Needs More Organizations 
Like Free Masonry. 
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ITS INFLUENCE FOR GOOD 


“With All Its Advantages It Wiil Not 
Save Souls,’’ Says Bishop. 


MORALITY CAN BE MADE AN EVIL 


— 


Bishop Morrison Deliverei an Able 
and Intellectual Discourse on 
the Evils of the Age. 


Bishop Morrison spoke from the pulpit 
of the First Methodist church yesterday 
morning to the Free Masons of Atlanta, 
taking that organization as a prominent 
type of civic societies that wield a powerful 
influence for good in the world. He de- 
clared that the society of today with its 
sordid ideas of right and truth would be 
better off with more organizations such as 
Free Masonry, which brings men together 
in fraternal union, and which spreads the 
doctrine of brotherhood in every civilized 
land, 

Bishop Morrison spoke from the text, 
Acts xx, 32: ‘“‘And now, brethren, I com- 
mend you to God and to the word of His 
grace, which is able to build you up, and 
to give you an inheritance among all them 
which are sanctified.”’ 

The discourse began with the statement 
that the first expression of the higher in- 
telligence of man in the world was to be 
found, back in the ages, in architectural 
science, and that Free Masonry is at the 
basis of architecture. Bishop Morrison 
said: 

“There is no land where civilization has 
been carried that Free Masonry has not 
established itself. It has belted the eartn 
in fact. Masonry is not only one of the 
oldest organizations of its kind, but its 
purpose is for good, its ends noble and its 
tendency to lift men to God. But while this 
is true, Masonry cannot be the means of 
turning the soul to Gud; though wisely and 
well built, it was built for time and not 
eternity. 

‘“‘Morally it is a gvod thing, good fora 
hundred purposes, but it will not do as a 
rountain for the life to come. It is good 
to keep men from cutting each others’ 
throats, to preserve purity in the world, but 
it sometimes stands in the way of man's 
reaching heaven. 

“Our Masonry and our morality will do 
very well until the sands of time begin 
slipping under our feet. We will then long 
for something that puts us in closer touch 
with our God. 

“While it is true that morality will not 
save men without the addition of religion, 
it is also true that religion Will be found 
useless unless we have morality to back it 
up. 

“It has seemed to me of that the 
present is an age of insincerity, an age of 
fulsehoed and the siatus of society and of 
our business life will bear me out, Thou- 
men will not teil the 
unless they know they can 
something Dy it. The moral 
present age is due to this 
disregard for truth. Lies are put up in 
packages, sent out in varrels and hung up 
on hooks. Men are justifying themselves 
with the fact that their acts are common. 

“That embaimed beet sent to Cuba 
is no worse than we get today. I be- 
lieve that the great ceath list in tais 
country which is daily growing great- 
er, is due directly to the dis-ronest 
adulteration of foods which go in the 
homes of our country. The whole com- 
mercial world is honeycombed with 
untruthfulness, and the inordinate 
love of money which has taken hold 
of our people is at the bottom of it. 

“There are men in Atlanta today 
who have been running to money so 
long that while their wealth is tive 
times as great as formerly their repu- 
tation and their influence for good in 
the community is more than five times 
as small as it was before. 

“This is an immense age, and we need 
more of the building that is wrought by 
God. It seems to me that God is breathing 
upon the streams of the ages and breaking 
up the ice of heathenism that is clogging 
the way of His word. Where before Japan 
and the islands of the sea were closed 
against the advance of religion, they are 
now in our hands, religiously and morally. 

“While this is the case,

Colonel Henry Watterson, of The Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal, spent a few hours 
Saturday in the city between trains en 
route to Louisville from Gainesville, where 
he delivered a lecture before the chautau- 
qua yesterday.

TEN BREAK OUT OF 
FAIRBURN PRISON 


Posse Fires at Fleeing Negroes and One 
Man Is Killed, 


TWO BROUGHT TO ATLANTA 


Feared They Might Be Roughly Treat- 
ed if Taken Back to Fairburn. 


FOUR CHARGED WITH PALMETTO CRIMES 
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Prisoners Say the Bar to the Jail Door 
Was Not Locked—How the 
Shooting Occurred. 
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Last night two negroes were brought to 
Atlanta for safekeeping, as it was feared 
they might be roughly handled if taken 
back to Fairburn jail, from where they 
had, with eight others, escaped Saturday 
afternoon. 

Saturday afternoon ten of the fifteen ne- 
groes confined in the jail at Fairburn es- 
caped and posses were organized to effect 
their recapture. Among those who got 
away were the four negroes who are 
charged with being implicated in the incen- 
diaries at Palmetto. They were Isham 
Brown, Clem Watts, G. W. Tatum and 
John Jimmerson. All except Isham Brown 
were caught, Watts returning to Fairburn 
and giving himself up. Tatum and Jim- 


merson were brought to Atlanta last night | 


for safe keeping. 

While the posses were-searching for the 
escaped prisoners Saturday afternoon it 
was reported that Isham Brown was in a 
certain house, and the searching party 
went.to the place. Three or four negroes 
ran out, and when ordered ‘to halt, did 
not do so. Believing that the fleeing ne- 
Groes were some of the escaped prisoners, 
the posse fired upon them. Two were shot. 


_Abner Calhoun was killed outright and his 


brother was seriously wounded. These 


were not the men wanted. 

Of the ten negrces who escaped six were 
recaptured; four were placed in the Fair- 
burn jail again and two were brought to 
this city and placed in the Tower. 

The negroes brought here last night 
stated that the ten prisoners got out of the 
Fairburn jail by merely lifting a bar which 
had not been locked. 

“The man left in charge of the jail,”’ 
said one of the prisoners, “forgot to lock 
the bar, and when he had gone, we lifted 
it up, opened the door and walked out. 
All fifteen of the prisoners said they were 
going to leave. I was the eighth man to 
leave the prison, and I thought all were 
coming out. Five of them must have back- 
ed out, as only ten of us escaped. We 
were sitting under a tree resting when the 
white men came up and caught us.,’’

HE ASKS SOLONS TO EXPLAIN 


Members of BoJy, Says Dr. Broughton, 
Were Afraid of the Whisky 
Vote. 


Dr. L. G. Proughton made severe arraign- 
ment of the whisky traffic during the 
service at the Tabernacle Baptist church 
last evening, and incidentally called to ac- 
count the members of the city council for 
the outcome of the charges brought against 
the mayor of Atlanta. Dr. Broughton took 
his text from Joshua vil, 13: 

“There is an accursed thing in the midst 
of thee, O Israel; thou canst not stand be- 
fore thine enemies until ye take away the 
accursed thing from among you.” 

Dr. Broughton stated that there never 
was a fime up to the present when he was 
not in favee of mercy to be shown the 
mayor of Atlanta. He declared that he 
would never again open his mouth on that 
particular subject until ft had been shown 
that the repentance of the city official had 
not been sincere. 

In regard to the investigating committee 
he said he did not propose to be so lenient; 
that from the time the committee Was ap- 
pointed and after the pledge it had taken 
to make a thorough investigation of the 
charges and examine witnesses, he was 
thoroughly convinced that it would do 
netther. He was of the opinion that the 
committee was due the public an explana- 
tion. charging its action to a fear of the 
whisky element of the tawn, and the fear 
the members would te left out at the next 
election. 

Dr. Broughton satd that at the time the 
charges against the mayor were brought he 
had not the slighest hope that they would 
result in his impeachment, or even his 
resignation. He had hoped, however, for a 
reflex action, and had believed that by 
pushing the charges and bringing the mat- 
ter fully to light that it would serve as a 
lesson to the good people of Atlanta never 
to be duped into voting for the candidate 
of the whisky element again. This he 
stated was his main object in bringing the 
charges. 

In the course of his discussion of things 
local, Dr. Broughton took occasion to say 
that in his opinion one of thé best police 
officials in the city had just been dis- 
tharged on account of this fondness for 
strong drink: that he honored the man for 
handing in his resignation and that the fact 
that he did so marked him as a hero. 
tle made a plea for that the ex-police cap- 
tain be given another chance on the police 
force. 

Dr. Broughton paid his respects to City 
Warden Hunter, declaring that he was one 
uf the best men in office in Atlanta, and 
was glad to see that he had been re- 
appointed. He stated that City Warden 
Hunter knew more about the whisky sold 
in Atlanta than any other man in the city, 
and quoted him as saying that 90 per cent 
of the crime committed in Atlanta was due 
directly to whisky and its abuses. 

Dr. Broughton closed by an explanation 
why the word “‘bar’’ was uniquely appro- 
priate when applied to a saloon. He said 
first that it was a bar to human reason, a 
bar to business success, and lastly a bar 
to heaven: that the thought that the man 
who drank whisky would never see heaven 
was the reason why he had begun the task 
of wipe out the traffic in Atlanta.

WILL DISCUSS THE BANKRUPTCY LAW

Several Interesting Papers on the New 
Act Will Be Read—Great Inter- 
est in the Gathering. 


The referees in bankruptcy will hold a 
convention the latter part of this month 
In Chicago. The convention will be call- 
ed to order by William D. Fullerton, of 
Ottawa, Ill, who wil) act as temporary 
chairman, The object of the convention 
is to Isten to special papers onthe new 
act by those best posted, and to discuss 
all :opics pertinent to the law, 

The following call for the convention 
Was sent out by the committee, and is 
of general interest, not only :o those who 
assist in the administration of the law, 
but to lawyers and merchants generally. 


“Recognizing the merits of the federal 
bankruptcy act of 1898, and believing that 
the beneficent results at which it aims 
can be promoted by a conference of those 
who have been charged with the details 
of its administration, the undersigned here- 
by invite the referees in bankruptcy of the 
United States to meet in convention a: 
the Chfcago Beach hotel, in the city of 
Chicago, on the 25th day of July, 1899, at 
10 o’crock a. mM. 

“The objects of said convention ehall be 
to listen :.o addresses and special papers 
prepared ‘by those exiperienced in the 
bankruptcy litigation; to discuss topics 
pertinent to the law of bankruptcy, and 
consider conflicting decisions; to promote 
a uniform method of procedure before the 
referees in the several districts; to recom- 
mend to the committees im congress such 
amendments to the law as will promote 
its objects and simplify and expidite its 
administration; and, to suggest to the 
judges such changes in the rules as expe- 
rience has shown to be desirable. 

‘For the purpose of recording the vote 
of the convention upon matters submitted 
to It, it shall be limited to duly appointed

Delivered by Mr. V. A. Moore Before 
the Hardware Men at At- 
lantic City. 


Mr. V. A. Moore, the senior member of 
| the firm of V. A. Moore & Co., of this 

city, was a delegate to the Southern Hard- 
ware Jobbers’ Association that convened 
at Atlantic City a day or two ago. 

There were many interesting papers read 
and speeches made upon that occasion. 
Perhaps the one that attracted mure at- 
tention was that delivered by Mr. Moore 
which is as follows: 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen: When 
your committee did me the nonor of re- 
questing me to read a paper before this 
convention, and, at the same time asked 
that 1 name my subject, I felt that the 
compliment demanded my acceptance; yet 
I must confess, | was at a loss to find @ 
subject with which I felt sufticientiy con- 
versant to profitably consume fifteen, or 
even ten, minutes of your valuable time. 
When I finally selected as my subject ‘‘The 
Medium,” I had in mind the prevailing in- 
dustria] conditions of the times, and the 
comprehengiveness of this subject will, lI 
believe, allow me to treat of all these con- 
ditions under this general head. 

“The commodities in which you gre in- 
terested enter into every department of 
our industrial system and to such a vital 
extent, that the condition of the iron, steel 
and hardware market is the barometer of 
all values. This point needs no elabora- 
tion by me. When the great iron and 
steel Interests of this country are in a lan- 
guishing state, al] other interests necessari- 
ly suffer. For the past few years condi- 
tions have been such that the manufac- 
turer could not obtain a remunerative mar- 
ket for his products. Political eonditions 
have, in my opinion, been largely the cause 
of the depressed market, resulting in ruin- 
ous competition, closed factories and al- 
most universal suffering among the mass 
of the people. Under such conditions, it 1s 
natural to seek some means of relief by 
which the price of commodities may be 
controlled and a just remuneration for 
en ! oo secured. 

‘Industtial censolidation, th j of the 
present time, seems to be 1B rnin Sing so 
which these results will be obtained. Or- 
ganizations, on a reasonable basis, for the 
purpose or correcting existing abuses, will 
have the effect of benefiting not only the 
manufacturer, but the consumer, as well. 
Combinations and. consolidations, however 
cannot safely pass beyond the limit of legit- 
imate profit, and what we may in a general 
way term legitimate commercial] usages. 
“A consolidation of many industrial in- 
terests, organized for the purpose of cen- 
tralizing power in the hands of a few. and 
eliminating all competition. will result ul- 
timately in a state of paternalism. This 
will entail a vast disorganization. serious 
loss to the mass of the people, destroy com- 
mercia] yalues and finally menace our very 
political institutions. 

“If the trusts now established in this 
country pursue this latter and unwise 
course, it is not difficult to foresee the end. 
The spirit of individual independence and 
progressive enterprise the mainspring of 
American advancement, will no longer ex- 
ist. The brains and genius. which have 
from small capital developed magnificent 
industries, will be throttled, and the inde- 
pendent spirit of the American, which has 
made him the standard of manhood for the 
world, and which has made our people the 
invincibles of the earth, will give place to 
the subservient and passive spirit of the 
employee. 

‘But I do not anticipate such a condition. 
The patriotic spirit which makes the indi 
vidual right subservient to the general good 
will assign to its proper place that army 
of industrial promoters who never produce; 
who, regardless of all instincts of right and 
justice, seek. for self purposes alone, to 
acquire that for which they have not labor- 
ed. Legitimate competition is the means of 
ail commercial advancement, and is the 
incentive io increased effort. The competi- 
tive spirit has raised theAmerican manufac- 
turer to the position where he has made 
the quality of his product, and the price 
at which it sells, the‘standard for the entire 
world, 

“Conservative association or combination 
is one of the mile-stones in the evoiution 
of commercial progress, and, while abuses 
may arise in the initial steps of this evolu- 
tion, no sensible man can fail to admit that 
Organized effort will control where indi- 
vidual effort might fail. The good accom-

He did more than all other e'e- 
ments combined to break down intense 
Sectional feeling; to re-establish, thricugh 
personal commercial relations, the old feel- 
ing of a unity of interests; to convince the 
man from the south that his prorthern 
brother had a soul, and to show to the 
north that the southern gentleman was 
not a fire-eating barbarian. 

‘Neither time nor Conditions can arise 
for the successful elimination of the agent. 
He has been, is now, and will continue 
to be the link that connects you with 
the producer. 

‘Three component parts are required in 
all things to make a perfect whole. J eare 
not whether it be spiritual or material. 
This principle was proclaimed to the 
world nearly two thousand years ago, 
and the evidence of the ages has proven 
Its truth. In nature we see the root, the 
Stalk and the flower; in man, we nave the 
body, the mind, and the soul: and in our 
commercial relations we have the ruanu- 
facturer, the medium of -production: his 
agent, the medium of transmission, and 
the jobber, the medium of distribution— 
all three elements 80 closely related that 
injury to one means injury to the other. 
Destroy the one and you cripple your 
means of accomplishing the perfection of 
your purpose. 

‘You, gentlemen of the Hardware Asso- 
ciation, are the means of carrying to the 
remote corners of the earth articles of ne- 
cessity, usefulness and comfort. By your 
commerce you make it possible for every 
individual to ‘know and to possess the 
implements of civilization. Your position 
is one of power, usefulness and necessity, 
and cannot be successfully assailed. 

‘In the march of progress, and in the 
whirl of changing <onditions, let us take 
a broader view than that of mere selfish 
interest.

DEMAND FOR VESSELS GROWS 


Every Trans-Atlantic Line Is Building 
or Buying More Boats. 


HOTELS ARE CROWDED WITH VISITORS 


Citizens of United States Are Spend- 
ing Cash in the Countries of 
the Old World. 


London, July 9.—When Mr. Joseph H. 
Choate, the American ambassador, declared 
at the banquet here July 4th that the pres- 
ence of a thousand American ladies at the 
reception held at the embassy during the 
afternoon was the most impressive evidence 
he hag yet received in regard to the im- 
portance of the ambassadorship to the 
Court of St. James, he gave only a faint 
idea of the crowds of Americans now in 
Iondon. So great is the rush that the 
steamship companies admit their inability 
to cope with It. 

All the trans-Atlantic compantes have or- 
dtred from one to four new ships. But it is 
impossible for many of these to be ready in 
19. The American North German lines are 
pushing work on their new vessels to the 
utmost possibilitv, hut thev hardly hove to 
have them readv for the Parts exvosition. 


The Atlantic Transport Company has four 


vessels, averag'ng 12,00 tons. in course of 
construction. They will he 6 feet long.

was amone the representatives of the Shin 
Owners’ Society apnointed to confer with 
the Thames conservancy board with the 
view of having the entrance of the Thames 
imnmroved. has been holding up the New 
York harbor management as a model for 
the Thames people. and the fact that New 
‘York has contracted for the annual removal 
of hves quantities of silt has startled the 
guardians of Tondon’s waterwav, which fs 
now so serfously threatened by the increas- 
ine silt deposits.

‘There is great exciteme 
trade. owing to the decision of the cncian 
and Ceylon sellers to abolish the practice 
of allowing a pound extra in every hun- 
dred as compensation for waste. The 
dealers in London are in arms and have 
resolved to boycott the Indian and Cey.on 
teas. As a counterblast to this is the de- 
cision of the sellers of Calcutta yesterday, 
who withdrew all their teas, refusing to 
sell for London. Twenty thousand chests 
were withdrawn at Calcutta alone and the 
auction was stopped. Out of 240,000,000 
pounds required for Great Britain, piant- 
érg and exporters representing 215,000,000 
have promised to stickgto the abolition 
resolution. Thirty-four planters are start- 
ing for England immediately 10 Open 
agencies in this country for the sale of 
their teas. In the meantime the doors 
have been opened for China teas of lower 
grade. 

The news of the volksraad’s reported 
action July 6th in declining to grant the 
franchise immedfafely to all seitlers in 
the Transvaal from 18% and to other 
classes of residents within seven years, 
the naturalization clause to be optional, 
which is confirmed from several sources, 
appeats to offer a fair basis for a friendly 
settlement. It was generally expected 
when Herr Hoffmeyer, the Afrikander 
leader, and Presiden: Steyn, of the Orange 
Free State, conjointly exerted pressure 
upon President Kruger, tne latter would 
be obliged to concede what they demand- 
ed as the price of Dutch unity in south 
Africa. In the meantime Great Britain is 
keeping up a clatter of arms for the 
double purpose of quieting British de- 
mands for activity and hastening the 
Boers. 

Lord George Hamilton, secretary of state 
for India, in a speech Wednesday, describ- 
ed English feeling, saying: 

“Tt am certain no government could re- 
main in office if they attempted to in any 


Way run away from the enforcement of 
Alfred Milner’s proposals.’’ 

The double liberal victory at the Old- 
ham election, July 6th, is taken, in con- 
junction with otner recent bye-elections and 
votes in the house of commons, as being 
most humiliating to the ministry, and 
there are signs in many directions that the 
liberal unionists are asking themselves 
why they are sitting on the tory benches 
and supporting measures exemplifying the 
old and discredited devices of conser- 
vatism. The liberals are exulting and even 
go to the extent of predicting an early dis- 
solution. 

It is rumored the cabinet meeting of 
Tuesday was stormy and that many dif- 
ferences developed, but so long as the min- 
istry can adjust its differences, it is prob- 
able that a dissolution will not occur be- 
fore the autumn of 1900.

Negroes Deplore Both Lynching and 
the Crime Which Usually Leass 
to Mob Violence.

The Sunday school workers’ convention 
heard reports yesterday mdfning from the 
corresponding secretary, Rev. E. P. John- 
son, and the missionaries. One of the mis- 
sionaries, Rev. A. Mathis, reported. among 
other things, that he had collected $400 from 
the southern white people, and he had re- 
ceived as a donation from the American 
Baptist Publication Society 40 Bibles. 
Special attention was called to the fact in 
an address by Professor T. M. Dent, of 
Rome, and suitable resolutions of thanks 
were presented by Rev. C. T. Walker, D.D. 

Rev. Dr. Sale, of the faptist college, 
spoke interestingly of his work. Rev. Le B. 
Maxwell was introduced to the convention 
and delivéred an eloquent address on the 
work of the international Sunday school 
convention. Rev. E. R. Carter, D.D., made 
a stirring speech in reference to the Old 
Folks’ home, and a collection was taken 
for the home. Strong resolutions were pre- 
sented by Professor L. B. Norris, of Mari- 
etta, against lynching and the crime which 
caused it, and they were adopted by the 
convention. 

Professor W. E. Holmes, A. M., of the 
Baptist, college, in an address, urged the 
necessity of pious and cultured ministry, 
for, he said, the pulpit would determine the 
status of the people. The convention elect- 
ed Willis Murphy, treasurer, and Rev. E. J. 
Fisher, D.D., corresponding secretary. They 
are both from Atlanta. The convention ad- 
journed to meet in Macon for the session 
of 1900. 

The resolution 
Morris follows: 

‘Whereas, during our Sunday school year 
just closed. crimes in general, and the crime 
of rape, sometimes real, and sometimes 
imaginary, have wrought up the public 
mind to a high state of excitement, result- 
ing in an increased number of lynchings, 
putting a gloomy aspect upon the future 
prosperity and social happiness of our fair 
southland; and, 

“Whereas, something must be done to 
check this tendency toward social and po- 
litical union, and that strength and encour- 
agement will be given the work of eradi- 
cating this evil, if our preachers, teachers 
and readers will act together on common 
lines of procedure; 

“Resolved, That every Sunday school 
worker continue to use every means possi- 
ble to educate the minds of pupils and 
people to a point where they will live above 
things so low, and cultivate conservatism 
on the part of negroes, and point them to 
a better day if they but make of themselves 
true men and women. 

“Resolved, further, That we condemn 
every form of mob violence, and as Chris- 
tians and lbhyal citizens, favor the majesty 
of the law, and express ourselves in full 
sympathy with the intelligent and law-abid- 
ing of all the people in the suppression of 
crimes in every form.”

The traces of the 
fall are, indeed, everywhere. Nature seems 
to be at war with man. Lightning and tem- 
pest, storm and flood, offer a persistent and 
remorseless menace to human progress. 
The noisome swamp, the crushing aval- 
anche, the trackless forest, the desert and 
the swollen stream defy and resist man’s 
effort to reclaim the earth. The fallen 
Adam has to subjugate where onee he had 
only to encourage. 

The*flowers alone seem to be an excep- 
tion to this, They alone invite and rejoice 
in human culture. They respond gladly to 
loving hands. The care of them has been 
a benediction to many a lonely and cheer- 
less life. Thev lend sweetness to the homes 
of poverty. They civilize wealth. They are 
the emLiems of hope in the abode of death. 
Flowets have been called a reminder anda 
prophecy. They are both A reminder of 
that Eden where God valked with His 
children, a prophecy of Khe new Eden, 
which out of the pain and travail of man’s 
present state shall bloom again for the 
creature that was subjected in hope of the 
glorious liberty of the Sons of God. Thus 
through the incarnation, we may believe 
that the physical world shares somehow 
in the redemption of the spiritual. The 
truest perception of nature and nature's 
deepest meanings comes not from Pagan- 
jem, but from Christ. He who illustrated 
the sermon of all sermons with reference to 
the lilies of the field gave the world a 
stronger and a loftier motive for scientific 
investigation than all the philosophers of 
Greece. The classical mind was always 
seeking in nature utilitv for mere physical 
human needs. And today man may study 
the rocks and trees and stars from various 
motives—from the desire to know more, or 
from the desire to win comfort and conve- 
nience out of it. or the desire to Iimcrease 
the sum of observed facts as to nature's 
processes, or even to fortify the proofs of 
scientific generalization—but none of these 
motives jis so permanent and abiding and 
uplifting as the motive of him who studies 
nature because it speaks to him of nature's 
God. The recognition of the sense of heau- 
tv in man and of the divine provision for 
its satisfaction and exercise is one of the 
lessons of the flowers. The wisdom of Solo- 
mon tated the idea of beauty with the 
thought of eternity, and even Plato, in the 
“Symposinm,”” sneaks with sure intelli- 
gence of the ‘divine beauty, pure and clear 
and unalloved” in communion with which 
man will be able to produce not images, 
Mut realities. For to his mind, the love 
of the beautiful will lead a man up to God 
And we Christians, IHving in a world which 
has been redeemed and which shall 
he transfigured some day and seo 
stored. why should we not obey the impu's> 
and find the blessing. There is and can be. 
to the onen mind, no adequate exotan ition 
of the fact that God hath made every- 
thing beautiful, as well as useful in His 
time, except the explanation given in the 
jext—that the Divine King In His beauty 
wille to appeal through nature to the uni- 
versal instinct of mankind, and lead them 
mlonge these naths of innocent delleht to 
tho eontemplatonrs of Hie own eternity.

to have no other end than to 
appeal to the sense of beauty in the human 
soul. And surelv it is no aecident that 
man, while condemned to win his bread bv 
the sweat of his brow from a reluctant 
eqil. in struggle with contending forces of 
etarm and flood.should have his eve fascina- 
ted and his mind satisfied with the symme- 
trv. the vroportion. the delicacy, the varied 
colors of the ten thousand objects of na- 
ti,.re—the grass that carvnets the earth wpon 
which he treads. the flowers ‘‘that maren 
as banners in splend‘d triumph before the 
coming of the fruits.”’ the forests that 
farm the green avenves of the valleys and 
the fringes of the hills. Tt is no mere 
poetic fancv. It is a lesson for all time. a 
practical and profound reflection unon the 
real and essential nobilitv and godlikeness 
of our-human life, something that should 
ctir our hearts in these narrow. common- 
riace and nessimistic days; what Mrs. 
Browning says so finely:

snouid huraly call ourseives, or ike w ve 
called, a puecic peopie, and yell, apart from 
distinctiy Christian leavning, poetry is tbe 
only department of our incelectual effort 
which gives us any heip or hope. ‘kheie is 
a dismal pessimism tnat is meaning and 
raving through our literature—a jnunger- 
bitten philosophy that is preaching of earta 
und asnes ana dry bones. A well-known 
essayist, in a recent vo.ume, commenting 
upon the advance of physical science, in- 
forms us that “‘the great majority of con- 
tinental gavants ana disciples of science 
have practically ceased tu regard a tuture 
‘te as 2 possibility worth discussing,’’ and 
“for aught we xnow,"' he says frum tne 
standpoint of the same philosophy, ‘‘the 
universe May consist of countiess units of 
sensation, with no ultimate end beyund 
their own individual and momentary pleas- 
ure, or surcease of pain, and only linked 
into a resemblance of community by tae 
exigencies of lust or war.’ And we are in- 
fluenced by this atmosphere of hopelessness 
in way that we do not realize, There never 
vere »}O Many suicides as since the time 
that men began (tO believe that the present 
life, the present achievement, the present 
toil and pain filled out all their destiny. 
When we leave the quiet devotion of a 
place like this and go out into the great 
worid and try to ascertain the motives and 
aims of its life there is much to appall us. 
The world of politics is more than ever 
controlled by considerations of mere self- 
interest. Patriotism is an ideal to preach to 
schoolbovs, but practically it seems to be a 
disembodied spirit in our national councils. 
We read about large-minded statesmen in 
times past of disinterested and conscien- 
tious conviction, whose thought and labor 
were inspired by an unselfish desire for 
the welfare of all the people. The world of 
husiness, with here and there, thank God, 
some grand exceptions, has set itself to 
eliminate the higher ideals of life, smiles 
at what it calls the poetry of sentiment 
and the foolishness of conscience, and has 
become another death struggle between 
man and man. Deceit is the weapon of 
success and cruelty is the fashion of the 
proud. The world of soctfety, which, as I 
speak, is beginning its summer carnival 
at the health resorts—what does it care for 
the serious beauty and the solemn splendor 
of our immortal hope? Woman, the queen 
of man’s existence, demeans herself to base 
selfishness and bitter jealousy and restless 
intrigue in the struggle for social promi- 
nence; and maidens and: young men, for- 
getting too often the simplest rules of pro- 
Priety, give their minds to worldliness and 
their energies to mere carnal pleasures 
And that other world of grinding poverty 
and discontent, with its unnameable crime 
and coarse despair, had shall we 
speak of it, with hearts 
that burn over wrongs of 
society, the crimes of classes, the too of- 
ten vulgar insolence of wealth, the scorn 
and contempt for human nature that pre- 
vails. It is a gloomy picture, a mournful 
outlook when we think of it. How shall 
we meet it? How shall we resist it? Some 
of the apostles of our day would say, “An 
active philanthropy. sympathy with 
bor, care for the weak, work for the 
ful—the poor uplifted, the rich made 
eral’’-—-and these are things to be desired. 
But my brethren, we must believe in man 
before we can work for man. We must 
begin with Christ before we can reach His 
brethren. We must believe in and yield 
to that divine instinet in our nature, which, 
beneath all the misery and frivolity, the 
despair and selfishness of life, does protest 
and plead with the appeal of a human trust, 
with the persistence of aquenchiess thirst, 
with the ery of an involuntary faith. It is 
these that make man man. They sever 
us from the brutes. They bear witness to 
our immortal VWirthright. They tell of one 
who was born in Bethlehem, who was 
mocked and misunderstood, whose life was 
lived and whose sacrifice was offered for 
our sake, on our behalf. Let us speak to- 
gether of the plants and flowers. Let us be- 
lieve and strive to find, that God hath made 
everything beautiful in His time, and that 
He hath set eternity at the heart of the 
world—this old world of unreality and ma- 
terial images, to uplift our souls, to 
strengthen our faith, to brace our cour- 
age, to help us_to be loyal to our Dirth- 
right. This Iliffe, after all, is but a. frag- 
ment; the whole is yonder. Injustice and 
wrong and unbelief and oppression and 
failure—these are accidents—they shall not 
last. ‘“‘No man can tell the work of God 
that He doeth from the beginning to the 
end.’ This trust, this conviction, is strong 
enough to meet and conquer all apparent 
contradictions. It can overlook the pes- 
simism of sated appetite, and the pessimism 
of baffled intellect and the pessimism of 
discontented pride—yes, it can rise above 
the dreary formulae, the brutal animalism, 
the cold selfishness af the age, and look- 
ing straight into the eyes of the divine and 
human Christ, it can see the vision of life 
perfected, or earth regenerated of myste- 
ries and made clear, the stone rolled away 
from all sepulchers—from the grave of pain 
and sorrow, the grave of death and sin. 
Thus the study of the flowers has brought 
us to the poetry, the idealism of life. And 
right precious and helpful indeed it is. Ev- 
olution may be true or not. Our physical 
life may be the result of gradual develop- 
merit from the dust. But he is a poor guide 
who would measure the highest by the low- 
est; a mere animated microscope, wha 
would refuse to see beyond and beneath the 
mechanism of material parts the power 
that moves them. For matter is not an 
ultimate of thought, never was and never 
could be. Personality is an ultimate—the 
surest fact of Knowledge. And personality 
is spirit. Matter is molecules, and mole- 
cules are from atoms, and an atom is “an 
invisible center of force,’’ and force is 
spirit, and spirit we know as will—and the 
whole universe is the result and evidence 
of personality. Personality real, personal- 
ity infinite—personality that hath come 
down and lived with men, joining the earth 
and heaven in unending union, living to- 
gether as the equation of all things, the 
divine and human Christ, the same yester- 
day, today and forever. Talk not to me of 
the fancy that sees through the rational 
order and beauty of the world the vision 
of eternity that lies at the heart of things! 
It is not fancy. It may be poetry, for po- 
etry is creation, is insight into the depths 
of things—and physicism is pure analysis 
of the external, mathematical cataloguing 
of the outside of things—cold and calculat- 
ing, blind and lame. What we want is in- 
sight, is the sense of the infinite, the over- 
shadowing consciousness of the eternal. 
May God give us the faculty, the capac- 
ity to see and the courage to declare His 
mercy in the growth of plants and flowers, 
in the glory of the heavens, in the secrets 
of human hearts: aye, in all that He hath 
given us to change this earth from a corpse 
ready for dissection, into the living, breath- 
ing, beautiful veil of eternity, whose im- 
perfect images and fleeting glories are but 
the confirmation &nd the test of faith!

FOINTS THE WAY TO PEACE 
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Whites Often Do More for the Negro 
Than the Negro Does for

So far as Africa is con- 
cerned, I love her and will work and pray 
for her redemption; but Il reason 
why our people should become idle or dis- 
contented ‘here, When We are already cili- 
zens of the United States, the greatest 
and freest country on face of tne 
earth. 

‘What we need to do is to make com- 
mon terms with the white man on the basis 
of his education, his business methods, on 
science and our holy religion. 

‘*Let us change things around and 
how they will work, A thousand good acts 
are done by the negro to one bad ict. Let 
white people talk about the good Works 
of the negro instead of magniiying Une 
criminals among them. There are also hun- 
dreds of instances where white peopie have 
done more for the negro than the negrv 
was willing to do for hiinself. If we waut 
peace, if we want harmony of the races, 
these are the things to talk about and to 
hang out upon our banners. The negro 
cannot do without the white man, and the 
white man cannot do without the negro. 
We shall get closer together by aud by 
when the negro as a race comes of age, 
but we must ‘suffer it to be so now, tor 
thus it becometh us to fulliil ali rignte 
ness.’

Mr. Bull drew lesson after lesson 
from the last scene on Cavalry, and being 
a rapid speaker he crowded a great deal 
of thought into the short time that he was 
speaking. After reading a selection from 
Luke, he said in part: 

“Here are three men dying—each tells 

lat he thought of living. They represent 
relation of the sinner to the Savior. 
Whenever you go out of this world, you 
will go out of it on one of these three 
crosses. One died for sin, one unto sin and 
one in sin. 

“First, we will take the one who died in 
his sins. He hangs up in the sight of the 
crucified Christ and mocks at Him. Will 
you say ‘yes’ with him? Some here may, 
like him, go as far as to jeer at salva- 
tion and curse Jesus Christ. 

“Now, take the other sinner. He was 
honest, for he said he was suffering just- 
ly. I have heard of people who, in the 
face of sudden danger or sickness, prayed 
most beautifully, promising to live for 
God in the future if He would deliver them 
But they failed to keep their promises when 
free again. Some will build one altar to 
Mammon and another to God, and will 
sacrifice to God on Sunday and to Mam- 
mon on Monday.

the First Christian church, spoke on the 
policy of expansion vesterday morning 
from his pulpit. It is his idea that the gov- 
ernmeni should whip the Filipinos into 
submission, teach them the pr.nciples of 
self-government, and then either free them 
or annex. them, as the Filipinos themselves 
desire. 

In part, he said: 

“One of the great 
country today, one of 
viding our people, one 
the coming presidential campaign, one of 
the prolific subjects for the politician’s 
harangue and the statesman's profoundest 
speech is the question of ‘Expansion.’ 
What shall the United States do with the 
Filipinos? How easy it is for us, who 
do not have the great question to settie, 
to tell exactly what ought to be done. 
How difficult it has been for those who 
have had the matter in hand! 

“There are grave problems facing ws 
which we must meet fairly. We must look 
beyond the today and see the tomorrow. 
We must do this as individuais, as a 
church. and as a nation. He who fails 
to see the visions of the future fails to 
read history aright. ‘Well enough alone’ 
may be a satisfactory motto for lazy, 
careless and thoughtless folks, but the 
larger purposes of mind and heart demand 
better things, and for them we should 
look and hasten their coming. 

“There are certain features of our ¢x- 
pansion policy that no man who fears 
God and loves his fellow man can for a 
moment indorse. War waged for spoils 
may have been permissable in half-civi- 
lized days when ‘might made right,’ but 
in this better day, this day of larger light, 
this day of nobler thought and purpose, it 
can no longer be encouraged and the na- 
tions of the earth will not long per- 
mit if. 

“The peace conference at The Hague 
may not accomplish a great deal at its 
present session—though we believe it will— 
but it is the opening wedge toward the 
day of ‘universal peace,’ when the larger 
‘brotherhood of man’ shall be a great fac- 
tor in all our thought and life. 

“Our expansion policy is not of the spoil 
system kind. When the Sandwich islands 
begged the privilege of the protection of 
the great nation whose beautiful stars 
and stripes is the emblem of human lib- 
erty and free government, what could we 
do more or less than we did? The Spanish- 
American war, by which Cuba, Porto Rico 
and the Philippines came into our posses- 
sion, was a war for humanity’s sake. We 
saw that oppression, needless and heart- 
less of a liberty-loving people ought to 
cease. Spain said it should not. The 
United States sald it should, and God said 
it should. 

“What shal ave do ‘vith these posses- 
sions? Let us civilize them if they need 
it, Christianize them, teach them the beau- 
tiful meaning of liberty and self-govern-

ment and then make them free. How can 
we Jo otherwise? We can not leave tpem 
as they are. God has given them to us. 
We must raise them as adopted children, 
protect them from their enemies and from 
themselves and gfow. them into a great 
citizenship. It may cost money and blows, 
but we dare not, under God, be recreant 
to our trust. We may have to punish them 
to teach them that we are their true 
friends, but that is only another lesson of 
Sinai making pogsible the lesson of Cal- 
vary. The child must learn obedience be- 
fore it can learn self-government. 

“Whatever may be true of the expansion 
policy regarding our newly acquired pos- 
sessions, of one thing I am confident—God 
Intends for His kingdom to be an expan- 
sive kingdom. The ‘magna charter’ of its 
liberty reads, ‘All authority in heaven and 
earth is given to you; go ye, therefore, 
into all the world and preach the gospel 
unto every creature.’ ‘Caesar's kingdom 
was bound by the oceans, his fame by 
the stars;’ the principle of his Kingdom 
was selfishness. The kingdom of Jesus is 
the one great unselfish kingdom of the 
universe, costing the NMfe of the King 
that His perdening power might be possi- 
ble. 

“The business of the church is te save 
the world. The early church was so in- 
fused with this great principle that the 
persecuted and scattered disciples went 
everywhere preaching the gospel. The 
same burden is on the church today. Let 
us never be satisfied until the grain of 
inustard seed has become a great tree, 
tn the branches of which the fowls cf 
the air may lodge; until the ‘little stone 
cut out of the mountain without hands’ 
shall become ‘a great mountain and fill 
the whole earth.’ The true doctrine of ex- 
pansion {s that every good thing has a 
right to grow. Let us proceed and prac- 
tice the gospel until we shall win this wide,

Let’s Pull All Together. 

We have had some rather péssimistic 
op'nions recently from very well informed 
paities of the south as to the southern 
ag@icultural outlook, It is not over-encour- 
aging to know that ninety per cent of our 
main crop is mortgaged before it is grown 
and that more farmefts are plowing hare- 
footed and barebacked than ever before. 
It is very easy to find the cause for this 
unfortunate condition, but it is not so easy 
to effect a remedy. The farmers will plant 
cotton, if cotton only brought a cent a 
pourd. Of course, this is all wrong, but 
no theorizing will correct the evil. Moham- 
med was not only a prophet, he was a phi- 
losopher. When the mountain would hot at 
his command move to him, he very sensi- 
bly moved to the mountain. They got to- 
gether, anyway. Now, we can’t stop the 
over-production of cotton: sppose we try to 
lessen the evil by utilizing as far as possible 
the cotton itself and the growers thereof. 
We had a very level-headed banker, Mr. 
R. S. Walker, vice president of the bank 
of Monroe. who at the recent convention of 
Georgia bankers outlined a plan which ff 
generally adopted would largely relieve he 
situation and add enormously to our com- 
mon prosperity. His idea is that every 
town with a bank should have a cotton mill, 
and if it hasn’t it is the bank’s fault. These 
are brave words. but they are brimfull of 
sense. The local bank is a depository of 
local money and as far as possible the in- 
terests of the bank and the locality are 
Lest promoted by keeping the bank’s funds 
actively at use at home. This can be done 
by loaning to the cotton mill from Novem- 
ber to Mav and to the farmers from May 
to November. This rounds out the year 
and obviates the necessity of sending local 
funds to the cities for safe deposit at very 
low jnterest. But this is not the main ad- 
vantage. The necessary diversity of crops 
to supply food proa:ets to the increased 
population following the cotton mill will be 
an object lesson to the farmer and soon 
liquidate his mortgage and make him self- 
supporting and self-respecting. As an aid 
to this ‘his boys and girls can find money- 
earning work in the mills. The combination 
of banks with all industrial enterprises {is 
one too old and too beneficial to be com- 
mented on. The bank's business is to make 
money out of money. The suggestion of 
Mr. Walker js for the bank to promote all 
legitimate enterprises by extending the 
necessary ald and make much more money 
by promoting the prosperity of its !mmedi- 
ate locality. 
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The Use of Air as a Motor Power. 
From The Saturday Evening Post. 

Some of the miracles which electricity 
was to perform have not materialized, al- 
though many wonderful things have been 
done. Equally marvelous are the predic- 
tions that have Leen made for the use of 
compressed and liquid air, and careful men 
claim that all these will be more than real- 
ized. A few days ago the largest and finest 
chimes in the world were rung by air. A 
gentle touch of the fingers upon a key 
swung the enormous bells of St. Patrick's 
cathedral, in New York. In the same city 
cars on the street raflways are driven by 
compressed air, and great power houses are 
now being constructed to furnish compress. 
ed air to several lines. Already the capital 
directed to the development of this agency 
runs into the ‘hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars and the new companies are exploiting 
their wares on the stock exchange, showing 
the substantial development which has al- 
ready been reached. Along with these is 
the achievement of Mr. Tripler in producing 
liquid air, and this is beinx adapted to com- 
mercial uses. Promises are made that it 
will revolutionize power In the propulsion 
of vehicles and that it will run stationary 
engines as well. Evidently the new century 
will witness strange things in invention and 
industry,

Found the Direction Readily and Start- 
ed Toward the Northeast—Will 
Go Sixty Miles an Hour. 


Twenty-five Mheautiful homing pigeons 
were released from the home of A. J. Mont- 
gomery, at 315 South Pryor street, at 4:30 
o'clock yesterday morning, and gracefully 
soaring into the air for 200 feet, they turned 
in a northeasterly direction and commenced 
an overland voyage of 700 miles to New 
Exypt, N. J. 

The flock, as it

pale sky of the early dawn, and as 
direction homeward was found, and 
flutter of wings started them forward,

den by the dust and smoke of the city. 

The sight was a very interesting one. The 
pigeons were anxious to get out of their 
coop, and when they felt the air of 
the early morning and found they were free 
from all restraint, they had little hesita- 
tion in spreading their wings and commenc- 
ing the journey. 

Mr. Montgomery, 
of the Southern Express Compuny, 
ceived the birds Saturday morning, with 
instructions from the owners in New Jer- 
Sey to release them at daylight Sunday 
morning. Saturday the birds were given 
every care and attention, that they 
might be in good trim for the trip, and not 
overtrained. 

The coop containing the aerial navigators 
was taken to the residence of Mr. Mont- 
gomery that he could give them an 
early start yesterday morning. 

After water and a little food had been 
supplied to the birds, the coop was opened, 
and the notified in the best way 
that they be “up and doing.’ They 
took a good look about them, after the re- 
lease was granted, walked around a little, 
and one of the most tintelligent, with a 
quick spread of the wings, sturted upward. 
Another followed his example. Another did 
the same, and in an instant the flock was 
heavenWard-bound, with a great swish and 
whew, whew of the wings. 

The birds did not go so high as they usu- 
ally do before starting in the homeward 
direction. The flock released went only 
about 200 feet, while pigeons usually seek 
a much higher starting point. There was 
no circling to get the bearings, which was 
another unusual thing about the start. The 
birds seemed to have already made their 
calculations as to the direction they were 
to go, and with no hesitation a northeast 
course was adopted as the direction of the 
itinerary. 

The start was a fine one, the birds show- 
ing remarkable intelligénce in getting their 
directions. 

It is expected that the birds will oover 
sixty miles per hour. In the event they do, 
the 700 miles ought to be covered in eleven 
hceurs and forty minutes. With a stare at 
4:30 yesterday morning, they should have 
arrived at the point of destination at 4:10 
yesterday afternocn. 

The birds are splendid specimens of the 
homing bTrd, and are from the best stock 
found in this country. They are owned by 
persons living in the vicinity of New Egypt, 
N. J., and there is great rivaly among the 
owners as to which of the birds will make 
the fastest time. Considerable money has 
been placed on the result of the race, and 
large sums have been put on the favorites. 
The proprietors have backed their birds 
generously. 

The distance of the places from where the 
birds came, is about 700 miles from Atlanta, 
and the virds were sent here as the best 
place to make the start. The birds will 
not make the entire journey in a bunch, but 
will separate, each one taking its own route 
as soon as a few miles are covered. D. E. 
Buson is the racing secretary at New 
Egypt, and to him all the arrivals of the 
birds will be telegraphed. The pig2ons have 
a home, which consists of a little box, and 
each of them seek this place as soon as 
they reach their destination. In this box 
is an apparatus which starts a bell ring- 
ing when the birds alight on the floor. His 
time is then taken and sent to the secre- 
tary. The first arrival, of course, wins the 
race, 

There are a large number of persons in 
Atlanta who are interested in the result of 
the race, and especially the time which the 
birds cover Prsvn: distance in.

Legislative Committee Will Come To- 
gether Again After Adjourn- 
ment of One Week. 

The state tax commission, which adjourn- 


bers an opportunity to attend the meetings 
of the bar association at Warm Springs, 
will convene again at the capitol this 
morning. During the first of the week the 
members of the commission spent. the 
Fourth of July at their homes throughout 
the state, and later met again at Warm 
Springs. 

Considerable progress has been made by 
the commission in the work of framing a 
tax bill, although they have been in session 
but little over a week at a time. The pre- 
liminary work of outlining those forms of 
property to be taxed has been completed, it 
is understood, and there is every indication 
that the remainder of the task can be ac- 
complished in the next three weeks. 

Today the entire commission will be on 
hand, Senator Fouche, of Floyd, being ab- 
sent from the earlier meetings on account 
of pressing legal business at home. 

The large amount of study which the 
members have given to the subject of taxa- 
tion since the first meeting in March and 
the familiarity with the tax laws of nearly 
every other state, which has been acquired 
by reference to the various tax codes pro- 
cured for the commission, will enable them 
to handle the subject, it is believed, in an 
intelligent and logical manner, and result 
in a tax bill that will meet with general ap- 
proval from the legislature.
